The school district’s liaison to 
the gay community, Joan Has¬ 
kins, told Bay Area Reporter she 
held two meetings with groups of 
the city’s 23 high school princi¬ 
pals on June 3 and 4. She met 
with them to ask them to begin 
looking for staff people at their 
schools who can be designated as 
gay-sensitive staff. 

The gay-sensitive staff people 
at the schools will be available for 
counseling and guidance of stu¬ 
dents. Haskins said the gay- 
sensitive staff would be estab¬ 
lished this fall ‘‘before the holi¬ 
days.’ ’ 

“It will be up to each of the 
principals as to how to make gay- 
sensitive staff people’s names 
available to the student body,” 
said Haskins. “They may do it 
in the daily bulletin, or they 
may post it on their counseling 
boards.” 

Robert Birle, chair of the Bay 
Area Network of Gay and Lesbian 
Educators (BANGLE), thought 
Haskins’ action was a major 
positive move by the school dis¬ 
trict. “The impact of this for 
teachers and students will be 
really clear because when I was 
a student teacher at Washington 
High School if I had known then 
about a contact person it would 
have been helpful. When you go 
into a new situation you don’t 
know who your friends are.’ ’ 

Added Birle, “This gives us 
a structure, a contact at the 
schools. And it makes our job 
much easier.” 

SLURS 

Birle also said that Haskins 
had agreed to let BANGLE put 
together four, three-person pan¬ 
els to talk to teachers this fall 
about the schools’ new anti-gay 
slur policy. 

“The panels will be offered, 
not required,” said Haskins. “We 
will offer it to all school sites, 
probably through a weekly bulle¬ 
tin that goes to all administrators 
every week. BANGLE will be put¬ 
ting this together. They will be 
choosing people. I think they are 
very responsible folks. They are 
teachers and they know what is 
acceptable in the classroom.” 

The panels will be offered this 
fall, noted Haskins, and will be 
tied to the schools’ new hand¬ 
book of student behavior which 
now says that slurs made against 
a person’s sexual orientation, as 
well as against his or her ethnic 
background, are not acceptable 
in the classroom. 

Birle said that members of all 
the city’s ethnic groups would be 
asked to sit on the panels. “We’re 
trying to identify presenters, peo¬ 
ple who would be good at talking. 
It’s also a great opportunity for 
us to network with other minor¬ 
ity groups. Our issues are the 
same as theirs, the whole prob¬ 
lem of intolerance and not ac¬ 
cepting people who are different 
than you are.” 

Said Birle, “What’s happen¬ 
ing in San Francisco with this 
anti-slur policy and designating 
contact persons, if it is successful 
and doesn’t raise a lot of flack, 
can be a precedent followed 
around the country. These are 
very significant moves for us.” 

SOMEONE WHO 
UNDERSTANDS 

Greg Day of the Lesbian and 
Gay Youth Advocacy Council, the 
group that persuaded the school 
board in the fall of 1985 to pass 
a series of resolutions that are 
just now bearing fruit, said, “It 
looks very good. It proves that

even in a time of financial crisis 
we’re able to use the existing 
resources of the district to ac¬ 
complish some of our goals.” 

Continued Day, “It’s helpful 
to have someone like Joan Has¬ 
kins who understands the bu¬ 
reaucracy of the district and 
knows where the district’s re¬ 
sources are.” Day added that 
he felt the work of BANGLE 
and CUAV (Community United 
Against Violence) have worked 
together to “speed up the pro¬ 
cess, but Joan also deserves 
credit for her own initiative,” he 
added.

building’s physical conversion in 
the omnibus AIDS bill he will be 
introducing in the'U.S. Senate 
this week. 

Tim Wolfred, director of the 
AIDS Foundation, said the move 
to create the nation’s first public 
AIDS hospital in San Francisco, 
“is real important because we’re 
going to need those 340 beds for 
acute care treatment.” 


Day said that both the gay- 
sensitive staff people and the 
panels to talk about dealing with 
anti-gay slurs in the classroom 
were aimed at reducing homo¬ 
phobia in the schools. But he also 
noted that support services for 
gay and lesbian youth need to be 
built up. 

Said Day, “We need to be in 
the curriculum. We need to get 
books on lesbians and gays into 
the school libraries, and we need 
to provide social and recreational 
activities, as well as counseling 
specially geared for them, to sex¬ 
ual minority kids.” • 


“There are still a lot of surplus 
beds in the city hospital and 
we’re going to need every one of 
those,” Wolfred added. “Even 
more we need nursing homes for 
people with AIDS. The vast ma¬ 
jority of them don’t need to be in 
a hospital. They need nursing 
home care.” 

AIDS epidemiological experts 
are now saying that San Franciso 
will have 20,000 people with 
AIDS by 1991. Fifty thousand 
San Franciscans are now infected 
with the virus, according to the 
experts. •

'Popemobile May Stall 5 p.m. Traffic

Release of the schedule of 
Pope John Paul II in San 
Francisco this Fall indicates 
a succession of events that 
will probably infuriate city 
residents. Traffic will be 
brought to a standstill at 
rush hour. He will visit a few 
dozen AIDS patients. He 
also plans no discussion of 
gay issues. 

The 22-hour visit to San Fran¬ 
cisco is budgeted at $3 million 
plus thousands of dollars in city 
money for security and related 
expense. 

The pope is scheduled to ar¬ 
rive at 5 p.m. on Thursday, Sept. 
17 at Crissy Field by helicopter. 
Fifteen minutes later he will visit 
the South end of the Golden Gate 
Bridge. 

He then will travel by Pope- 
mobile down Lombard Street 
turning at Van Ness and heading 
toward Civic Center. He will be 
moving at 25 m.p.h. until he 
reaches Van Ness. 

The motorcade will then re¬ 
duce its speed to 9 m.p.h. down 
Van Ness. He will move up Mar¬ 
ket Street to Dolores and turn left 
to arrive at Mission Dolores at 
6 p.m. 

Most observers noted that this 
motorcade will hit the city at 
5 p.m. right in the middle of rush 
hour. 

Because of the expected huge 
crowd at the Golden Gate Bridge, 
officials may be forced to close it. 
Traffic on Lombard, Van Ness 
and Market is expected to grind 
to a halt. 

If the travel through the streets 
doesn’t provide sufficient ag¬ 
gravation, the expected confron¬ 
tation between John Paul II, peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and the gay com¬ 
munity at Mission Dolores may 
prove an embarrassment and a 
public relations disaster. 

Security precautions could 
also force the closing of the Muni 
Metro system as the pope moves 
over the subway route up Market 
Street. 

The original plan was for the 
pope to meet with about 900 
seniors at Mission Dolores. It is 
not a religious service, but has 
been labeled as a greeting. 

Rev. Miles Riley, the principal 
spokesperson for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Archdiocese, said that 100 
seats have been reserved for 
AIDS patients, their families, 
their friends, and primary care 
workers. 

Riley said the people accompa¬ 
nying the people with AIDS prob¬ 
ably will make up the larger part 
of the group of 100. The patients 
will be selected from Mission 
Dolores and the Most Holy Re¬ 
deemer parish in the Castro 
District. 

Riley added, “It’s a magnifi¬ 
cent resolution to the problem of 
getting the pope together with 
AIDS patients. We were very con-

cerned that this tragic epidemic 
be prayed over by the Holy Fath¬ 
er, because we think prayer is 
more important than medicine,” 
Riley said. 

Under intense questioning at 
a recent press conference, Riley 
said, “It’s a marvelous way to 
focus on AIDS and pray for heal¬ 
ing.’ He emphasized, “Because 
we need a miracle.” 

Riley said that Archbishop 
John Quinn had long been an ad¬ 
vocate of a papal visit to AIDS 
patients to focus world attention 
on the disease. 

Throughout the press confer¬ 
ence, the dilemma facing San 
Francisco became painfully evi¬ 
dent. One reporter asked if now 
it would be an insult to AIDS 
patients because they had to go 
to the pope and not receive his 
visit at the Coming Home Hos¬ 
pice. Another person wanted to 
know why the pope did not ad¬ 
dress the problem of AIDS in an¬ 
other city. Many believe his ac¬ 
knowledgement of the AIDS cri¬ 


sis in San Francisco will be used 
to strengthen the pope’s anti-gay 
posturing. 

Riley added that Dignity, the 
gay Catholic organization, had 
no role in any of the planning for 
the pope’s visit. 

Following the visit to Mission 
Dolores, the pope will venture to 
St. Mary’s Cathedral where he 
will participate in what is called 
a “Limited Structure Dialogue 
with Religious Communities.” 
He will spend the evening at the 
rectory at the Cathedral. 

At 8:30 a.m. the following 
morning there will be a similar 
limited dialogue with the lay 
ministry at the cathedral. At 
10:30 a.m. he will be taken to 
Candlestick Park for an open air 
Mass. He will leave San Francis¬ 
co at 1:45 p.m. 

The 22-hour visit to San 
Francisco is budgeted at 
$3,344,362.00. Robert McCarthy, 
a co-chair of the fundraising ef¬ 
fort, said that $600,00 has been 
raised so far. •

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S.F. Rights Ordinance 
Not Challenged, Says Renne 

City Attorney Responds to Critics on Raines Case; 

Will Uphold Ban On Discrimination

San Francisco’s civil rights ordinance that bars discrimination on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation will stay on the books unchallenged. City Attorney Louise Renne said this week she will 
not move to have Article 33 of the city’s Police Code ruled unconstitutional as part of the city’s 
defense in Michael Raines’ employment discrimination lawsuit against the city. 

“We have not contended that Article 33 is unconstitutional and it is not our intention to 
challenge the ordinance,’’ Renne told Bay Area Reporter. She was responding to earlier criticism 
of her handling of the Raines case, now set for its third trial later this month.

“Once the Board of Super¬ 
visors has passed an ordinance,” 
said Renne, “it is my position to 
do my utmost to uphold that or¬ 
dinance.” 

She said that some courts have 
held that civil rights ordinances 
are the jurisdiction of the state 
and not of cities, but that her of¬ 
fice was not making that argu¬ 
ment this time. In the second 
Raines trial, Superior Court 
Judge William Mullins ruled that 
the city’s ordinance was pre¬ 
empted by state law. 

“The judge having made that 
ruling,” said Renne, “let’s get on 
to the other issues of the case.” 
Referring to the May 1987 brief 
filed by her office, she explained 
that that is all that was meant by 
citations of the Article 33 issue. 

MISREADING 

Renne said that the approach 
her office is using to the case is 
that Raines was not a victim of 



discrimination as he claims in his 
lawsuit. In 1980, Raines was be¬ 
ing considered for the position of 
director of the city’s newly ex¬ 
panded Performing Arts Center. 
He was not hired for the position 
though he’d been acting director, 
because, he claims, the War 
Memorial Board of Trustees did 
not want to have a gay man in that 
position. 

“Mr. Raines alleges discrimi¬ 
nation, but the War Memorial 
Board says it wasn’t discrimina¬ 
tion. They wanted someone bet¬ 
ter able to do the job and felt they 
were within their rights to hire 
someone else better qualified,” 
said Renne, adding, “It is my job 
to defend the city against those 
claims that city officials believe 
are not well-founded.” 

Renne rebuked criticism of her 
office’s argument, saying that 
Raines’ attorneys were “mis¬ 
reading” the court brief. She 
said that while Article 33 was to 
be upheld and the city had no 
right to bias, the position for 
which Raines had applied was a 
“discretionary” executive level 
position. She likened it to a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Supervisors 
hiring a personal aide or the 
mayor hiring a deputy mayor, 
positions not normally held to be 
subject to anti-discrimination 
laws because of their political 
nature. 

“The level of the position is so 
discretionary,” said Renne, “that 
there has to be a clear pattern of 
discrimination. There is a higher 
burden of proof required to prove 
that you weren’t hired or were let 
go because of discrimination.” 

In Raines’ case, she said the 
city is contending that “there are 
so few, if any, facts to demonstrate 
discrimination that the court 
shouldn’t even bother with it.” 

According to the brief, grant¬ 
ing the city’s argument will help 
“to resolve important issues of 
constitutional law.” Said Renne, 
the courts have “not yet looked 
into this area.” 


TOLERABLE EXPENSE 

Renne also defended the argu¬ 
ment made in the city’s brief that 
Raines’ rights had to be balanced 
against the city government’s 
“interest in efficient and eco¬ 
nomical administration of its 
public functions.” If the city had 
to face a lawsuit everytime a pro¬ 
spective manager lost out in a bid 
for a job, Renne said, the govern¬ 
ment’s ability to function would 
be severely impaired. She said 
the basis for the city’s claim for 
“tolerable administrative ex¬ 
pense” was the standard set by 
the U.S. Supreme Court in simi¬ 
lar cases. 

Such litigation would quickly 
inhibit voluntary efforts to ap¬ 
point minority members to posi¬ 
tions of responsibility in city 
government, Renne believes. 

“If every time someone ap¬ 
pointed a minority member they 
were liable to a charge of discrim¬ 
ination by others not appointed, 
they’d be reluctant to make the 
appointment,” she said. “A 
mayor or executive has to be free 
at some level to make such (dis¬ 
cretionary) appointments.” 

On the criticism that her office 
has not brought any enforcement 
actions under the gay rights or¬ 
dinance, Renne pointed out that 
she does not have the power to do 
so under that law. 

“Article 33 does not allow the 
city attorney to bring suit. The 
cause of action rests with the in¬ 
dividual,” said Renne. She add¬ 
ed that her office does work with 
the city’s Human Rights Com¬ 
mission to enforce its rulings. 

“Opposing counsel can dis¬ 
agree with any argument we put 
forward,” said Renne, “that’s 
what the court is for.” 

She criticized Raines’ at¬ 
torneys Mary Dunlap and Matt 
Coles, saying, “I find it unfortu¬ 
nate that they went to the media 
to try their case.” • 


AIDS Project

San Francisco’s Jewish com¬ 
munity has strengthened its com¬ 
mitment to responding to AIDS 
by establishing a special project 
based at Jewish Family and 
Children’s Services. 

JFCS’ AIDS Project is current¬ 
ly offering the following services 
to Jewish people with AIDS or 
ARC, their loved ones and fam¬ 
ilies: crisis intervention; ongoing 
counseling and support; emer¬ 
gency financial assistance; and 
referral services. The project 
especially reaches out to out-of- 
town family members who lack a 
local support system. 


In addition, through a Speak¬ 
ers Bureau, project staff and vol¬ 
unteers are educating Jewish 
adults and teenagers in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Marin and on the Penin¬ 
sula about AIDS prevention, and 
how to respond to the crisis in a 
helpful and compassionate man¬ 
ner. 

The new project was created by 
the Jewish Emergency Assistance 
Network (JEAN), a consortium of 
local agencies and synagogues, 
and funded by the Jewish Com¬ 
munity Endowment Fund of the 
Jewish Community Federation.

Scientists Boo George Bush, Sign Petition; 

Call on Government to Heed Medical Advice

The Third Annual International Conference on AIDS ended a week ago in Washington, D.C. 
on an optimistic note. Researchers said that they felt AIDS was finally being given the priority 
it deserved. But the highlight of the conference was the reaction to the decision announced by 
the U.S. government to push for mandatory testing. That move set off a wave of militance from 
both the gay and the medical communities never before seen at such conferences. 

On the first day of the con¬ 
ference, 64 lesbian and gay 
representatives were arrested for 
protesting U.S. policy vis-a-vis the 
epidemic. Inside, conference par¬ 
ticipants jeered U.S. Vice-Presi¬ 
dent George Bush. On the last 
day of the conference, 1,317 
physicians and researchers sign¬ 
ed a petition written by San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS researcher Dr. Don¬ 
ald Abrams calling on the govern¬ 
ment to heed the advice of the 
medical establishment in dealing 
with the disease. 


“Political leaders creating 
AIDS policy have a responsibili¬ 
ty to heed the counsel of medical, 
scientific, health education, and 
AIDS service organizations,” 
read the petition, “Be it resolv¬ 
ed that policy concerning AIDS 
be formed in consensus with 
these experts.” When Abrams 
read this at the conference’s last 
session, he became the only 
speaker at the week-long meeting 
to receive a standing ovation. 

Abrams explained to Bay Area 
Reporter the reasons behind his 
decision to make a political state¬ 
ment at the conference. “Last 
year while we were in Paris, I was 
struck that that was the week that 
the U.S. Supreme Court made its 


sodomy decision and that the 
U.S. Justice Department said 
that it was all right to discrimi¬ 
nate against people with AIDS,” 
said Abrams. “This year the con¬ 
ference started with the politi¬ 
cians making outrageous state¬ 
ments and that bothered me be¬ 
cause people might believe that 
we were behind this.” 

He said, “We’re focused on 
the gay male community here be¬ 
cause that is where the epidemic 
is. But whenever issues of civil 
rights come up, I ask people to 
close their eyes and imagine 
themselves in Central Africa and 
look again at these proposals. It’s 
disturbing to me. 

“If we allow the government to 
move in the way it’s going, with 
(U.S. Attorney General Edwin) 
Meese commending police of¬ 
ficers for wearing yellow rubber 
gloves when dealing with gay pro¬ 
testers it’s a very short step to 
where people will be asked to 
wear yellow stars as Jews were in 
the 1940s. I think it’s very impor¬ 
tant for people to stand up now 
while we still can,” said Abrams. 

DRUGS THAT KILL 

Abrams also talked about the 


medical work that has been done 
in the battle against AIDS in the 
last year. On the new drug pep- 
tide-T, Abrams said that the 
presentation was cancelled be¬ 
cause there wasn’t enough data. 

The new data on the drug 
ribavirin, however, he said was 
bad news. According to the AIDS 
researcher, evidence was pre¬ 
sented at the conference showing 
that ribavirin, when given to peo¬ 
ple with ARC, actually may 
hasten death rather than helping 
the person. Abrams said the 
federal Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) had also begun an 
investigation into the data that 
was used to support the original 
claims of the drug’s effectiveness 
against AIDS.

On the Israeli drug Al-721, 
Abrams said the data presented 
at the conference caused him to 
want to look further into it. “I 
guess until you’ve really seen the 


raw data yourself, you don’t trust 
it.”

POA Backs Off 
In Training Protest 

Deputy With AIDS To Get 
Police Academy Training 

by Will Snyder 

A deputy in the San Francisco Sheriff’s Department who 
has been diagnosed with AIDS will attend a 14-week Police 
Academy training course starting on July 6. Bob Barry pres¬ 
ident of the Police Office Association, confirmed this to Bay 
Area Reporter Monday after Saturday editions of both the San 
Francisco Chronicle and Examiner indicated concern about 
the enrollment of the PWA in training courses. 

“The officer in question is ab¬ 
solutely coming into the acad¬ 
emy,” said Barry. “We don’t 
believe in discrimination. The 
city of San Francisco and the 
state of California won’t allow it 
and we will always be enforcing 
those laws.” 

Barry said he knew nothing 
about the sheriffs deputy, whose 
identity was not revealed by law 
enforcement authorities until 
late Friday afternoon when 
reporters from both of the city’s 
daily newspapers called to con¬ 
firm whether the deputy would 
be training at the academy. Barry 
told the Examiner that “we’re 
watching the whole thing very 
closely. I’m concerned because 
some members of the academy 
staff expressed concern.” 

Barry went on to say that 
“there’s a lot of physical contact 
and simulated combat situations 
conducted at the academy. We 
don’t want to whip up hysteria. 

We want answers.” 


These comments angered 
some members of the Sheriff’s 
department. Sheriff Mike Hen¬ 
nessey pointed to the one-year- 
old city ordinance which makes 
it illegal to deny employment or 
housing opportunities to people 
with AIDS. “An employment op¬ 
portunity cannot be denied,” 
said Hennessey, “and that in¬ 
cludes training sessions such as 
these.” 

Barry said that police academy 
fears of contacting AIDS were 
alleviated once academy mem¬ 
bers settled down and looked at 
national statistics. Most of the 
questions staff members had 
were answered satisfactorily once 
they saw the overwhelming 
numbers,” said Barry. “We know 
of only three instances nation¬ 
wide where people have con¬ 
tacted AIDS in the workplace in 
a non-sexual situation. 

“We’re going to deal with this 
thing in a rational, educated 
way,” he emphasized. •

I know you are accustomed to being a public figure and leading civic 
causes, but I’m sure you did not find it easy to go public with your 
recent diagnosis of AIDS. I’m sure most of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity is, as I am, sad to hear of one more case of this terrible disease. 
Just as we have felt concern for each of the 35,000 cases, most especially 
the 3,000 here in San Francisco, who precede you, our sympathy extends 
to you. 

It took courage to do what you did in standing before the public eye 
and saying you had AIDS. Most people with this disease cannot do that 
without fear of losing the basics of life — friends and family, jobs, hous¬ 
ing. I am very glad you took that step. The more people with AIDS come 
out of the closet imposed on them, the sooner our society will learn to 
deal humanly with this disease. AIDS is frightening but people need 
to learn that they have nothing to fear from people with the illness. 

Thank you also for stating that people with AIDS are still citizens of 
the United States. Comments like that help to remind all Americans that 
those with this disease are still entitled to the fairness and the rights 
our laws provide. 

It’s unfortunate, however, that you did not expand on those remarks 
and try more to solve the problems faced by people with your illness. 
It’s unfortunate that you immediately lapsed into the hysterical language 
of recrimination. 

P art of the ongoing tragedy of AIDS is that this virus-caused dis¬ 
ease is still seen by many as being a moral, not a medical, prob¬ 
lem. Many people still want to assign blame for the illness as if 
some evil person was responsible for it. For you to say that people should 
be tracked down and tried for murder for passing on the virus is highly 
inflammatory. That remark is a useless gesture of your own anger. It con¬ 
tributes nothing to rational efforts at controlling and ending this 
epidemic. 


A Response to 
Sen. John Doolittle 

Part I

R ecently, Sen. John Doolittle (R-Citrus Heighs) sent an open let¬ 
ter to California’s gay community through the lesbian and gay 
press. This letter seeks support for his package of ten AIDS 
bills. After “charming” us with “I have always strongly opposed ef¬ 
forts to legitimize the homosexual lifestyle,” he built his appeal for 
your support on the following: 1) many (gay) “groups are speading dis¬ 
information” about the disease, 2) “the state’s leading gay activists 
treat AIDS as ‘their’ disease,” 3) AIDS is being treated as a civil rights 
issue, not a health issue, and 4) legislators are telling the public what 
they “want” to hear, not what they “need” to hear. 

Sen. Doolittle’s position is generally perceived as extremely conser¬ 
vative. Whether an extremist or not, it is valuable to take him at “face 
value” and refute the arguments he has made. 

Doolittle says that the current focus on education to stop the spread 
of AIDS is an incorrect way to stem the disease and that education has 
not stopped “teen pregnancy, drug abuse, poverty or war.” We believe 
that education is not a faulty concept. It is the lack of adequate fund¬ 
ing and advance planning for extensive education that is the problem. 

Teen pregnancy and drug abuse have been attacked by limited educa¬ 
tional means complicated by church policies that cloud rather than 
clarify the issues. AIDS education has proven to be remarkably suc¬ 
cessful in San Francisco because that city mounted a comprehensive 
no-holds-barred program. The effort was rewarded with a precipitous 
drop in rates of all sexually transmitted diseases. This proves that 
behaviors can be appropriately modified when the threat is made clear. 

A n educational program throughout the state (and nation) that 
duplicates the San Francisco model, with additional ad¬ 
justments targeting the black, Asian and Latino communities, 
would modify the behaviors that spread the disease. We also have to 
reinforce the connection between drug and alcohol consumption and 
the lowering of inhibitions which may lead to ignoring safe sex. 

However, regardless of the changes or additions to the educational 
progrm, education does work! It should be noted that the anti-smoking 
forces have been able to generate a dramatic drop in the number of

Perhaps you can learn something from those of us who have been deal¬ 
ing with AIDS for half a decade or more. We know the anger you feel. 
In fact, we’ve felt even worse anger. When our people began dying, the 
TV crews weren’t interested. So we took our anger and put it to work 
building support services and forging alliances to demand government 
action. 

Your latching onto the idea of widespread testing contributes nothing 
to solving this problem. It is only another version of the simplistic and 
misleading panaceas you have espoused in the past. It may satisfy your 
rage to see a law passed that criminalizes those with AIDS or the virus, 
but it does nothing but harm in the battle against the epidemic. 

Massive, mandatory testing will no more control AIDS than did 
passage of Prop. 13 in 1978 effectively control wasteful government 
spending or create a fair tax system. Quite the contrary, just as your tax 
and spending limitations nearly bankrupted the state and stopped 
needed services, so too will mandatory testing interfere with positive 
health measures. 

S ooner or later, I hope, people like you will realize that the most 
effective means of stopping this epidemic is compassion and 
justice, not heavy-handed and hollow talk about new felony laws 
on the books and mandatory screening. 

Only compassion is going to overcome the fear and hysteria, only com¬ 
passion is going to lead to safer sex practices, and only justice is going 
to prevent carriers of this disease from disappearing underground. It’s 
just not in anybody’s interest to be making angry threats in the midst 
of a national health crisis. 

It’s ironic that you who have campaigned so tirelessly* to trim gov¬ 
ernment excess are now calling for the worst in government excess. If 
you truly want to do all you can to “protect others from falling under 
this deadly spell,” as you said, then you’ll devote your talents to educating 
your followers on this issue and join the push for needed federal and 
state services to end the epidemic. 

Please, no more calls for murder trials.

people who smoke. This has been accomplished with inadequate fund¬ 
ing for a media campaign and competition with the tobacco industry 
which encourages people to continue the fatal behavior. The forces bat¬ 
tling AIDS and those fighting smoking have the same simple message: 
This behavior can kill you! 

The senator notes that in spite of education, people’s behavior will 
often be guided by “short term desires and emotions.” If we put this 
comment together with his proposals for mandatory AIDS antibody 
testing, we are forced to see his conclusion that the government would 
have to police those who test positive to ensure that the behaviors that 
transmit the virus are stopped. 

Following Sen. Doolittle’s premise, the state would then have to 
restrict the person’s liberties, e.g. quarantine and loss of insurance and 
livelihood (see his SB 1000, SB 1004, SB 1005, SB 1006, SB 1007, 
SB 1432). 


★ ★★ 


U nfortunately, that premise begins to take on the ominous spec¬ 
tre of “Big Brother.” We oppose any and all efforts to justify 
the acceptability of restraining or locking up physically ill 
human beings, homosexual or heterosexual, unless they threaten others 
(e.g. rape). 

Doolittle has further charged that gay political leaders have placed 
civil rights ahead of the public health. We believe that the gay com¬ 
munity should be listened to with some attention in regard to this dis¬ 
ease. After all, we were the first afflicted in America, and while society 
as a whole and government at every level bided its time to discern wheth¬ 
er the disease would be harmful to more than just the gay community, 
we fought it and learned about it, and we buried our dead. 

Thousands of us work continually to care for our own and all others 
that ask. We certainly have as good an understanding about how to 
deal with this disease as do most public health officials. We have at¬ 
tempted for seven years to 1) save lives and educate all sexually active 
persons, 2) save the quality of life of all exposed to the virus and their 
families and loved ones, and 3) insist on keeping the civil rights we have 
fought so hard for ... in that order! 

The charges that gay leaders and other groups have been involved 
in disinformation is particularly outrageous. The implication that our 
leaders would adopt an approach that would mean sure death for more 
members of the gay community as well as our brothers, sisters, mothers 
and fathers and our friends in the heterosexual world is truly offensive.

In Charles Linebarger’s article on the School 
district and the Health and Family Life Education 
Advisory Committee, Joan Haskin (Coordinator of 
Health Programs for the district) is named as the 
chair of the Health and Family Life Education Ad¬ 
visory Committee. I have been selected Chair of this 
committee, and was so at the time of Mr. Linebarger’s 
article of June 14th. 

Also, the nose count of lesbians and g^y men on 
the committee is in error. The entire committee has 
decreased in size from last year. 

The committee’s work is important to our commu¬ 
nity, and so it is good to see you discuss in your 
publication the particulars of its make-up and the 
ramifications of its work. You are not at all miserly 
with the amount of space dedicated to reporting on 
education, and this is also important. 

But the errors in the Linebarger article distort 
reality, and obscure the relationship between the les- 
bian/gay community’s education activists and the 
school district. My experience has been that it is a 
cooperative relationship on the whole. Much hard 
work was done by the committee last year—work 
which is only now bearing fruit—that’s the nature 
of future oriented planning. 

In mid-May a district-wide educational series for 
both parents and students was held to inform parents 
and students about AIDS. And the Health Programs 
Department is working this very moment on fund¬ 
ing for continuing AIDS education. 

Most importantly for my project, the district ad- 
ministrat n and teachers have been cooperative in 
inviting t, lesbian/gay speakers bureau into Fami¬ 
ly Life Education classes.

Do it Right! 

★ The small cost in time and money for the Motor¬ 
cycle Safety Foundation’s Basic Rider Course is well 
worth the investment. This course is offered in the 
City by BAIME (Bay Area Institute for Motorcycle 
Education), phone 863-1611. 

BAIME provides the motorcycles for the course, 
so you don’t need to own one beforehand. I took this 
course three years ago and loved it. I learned how 
to ride right. My first bike was an ’82 Honda 450, 
then I moved up to an ’85 Honda 650, and now I’m 
getting around on an ’86 Honda Goldwing. Since 
completing the class, I have used the crash avoidance 
techniques we learned three times. Could I put a time 
or dollar value on an avoided crash? I can’t, but 
maybe Mike Hippier can. 

Mike’s article about his recent motorcycle crash 
is a classic in the mistakes an untrained rider makes. 
He knew about BAIME, but I guess he thought he 
didn’t need it. If you’re going to ride without train¬ 
ing, at least always wear jeans and a jeans jacket, wear 
leather gloves, eye protection, something on your feet 
besides sandals, and don’t be one of those idiots who 
won’t wear a helmet because it messes up their hair 
or because they’re trying to prove how macho they 
are. 

A word about scooters: Despite their cute appear¬ 
ance, they are much more dangerous than a motor¬ 
cycle. This is because of their small wheels, poor 
brakes, weak engines, and inferior steering. If you 
ride one, don’t be fooled by their benign image. 

A final word about BAIME. They also offer the 
MSF Advanced Rider course for experienced riders. 
Yes, a crash can happen to any of us, but professional 
training can make the crucial difference in a tight 
situation. Come on people, lets try to do it right!

The obit said that I had described Curt in 1984 
as “the San Francisco-based, polysexually perverse 
brat.” In fact, that quote was taken from a review I 
had written of Curt’s film, “Sparkle’s Tavern,” in 
which I called him “the San Francisco-based, 
polysexually perverse brat of low-budget cinema.” 

I wrote that line to describe Curt’s style and per¬ 
sona as a film director: I wanted to capture the 
audacity, feistiness and raunchiness that Curt 
brought to his films. Curt never accomplished things 
in a conventional or “polite” way, a fact which I 
always admired, even if a particular film didn’t work 
for me. 

I did not write that line to describe Curt as a 
person. The fact that the obit writer made it appear 
that way is extremely troubling to me. Curt was not 
a “brat.” Had I been asked to describe Curt, I would 
have written that he was a very sweet, gentle and 
unpretentious man, a creative artist who endured a 
lot of hardships and received very little remunera¬ 
tion in order to make his films. Curt was one of San 
Francisco’s most unique independent filmmakers, 
and he deserves to be remembered in a kinder, more 
appropriate way. 

I was in New York when the obit appeared. Other¬ 
wise, I would have written this letter earlier. For any 
false impressions left by the insensitivity of that 
nameless obit writer, I apologize to Curt McDowell’s 
family, friends and fans, and to his lover, Robert 
Evans.

A Call For Writers 

★ On Oct. 11, hundreds of thousands of lesbians and 
gay men will be marching in Washington, D.C. We 
will be bringing the diversity of our communities to 
our nation’s capital to focus world attention on les¬ 
bian and gay liberation. 

On Oct. 13, thousands of lesbians and gay men will 
gather at the Supreme Court and open themselves 
to arrest in a massive act of non-violent civil disobe¬ 
dience. The Supreme Court, in Bowers v. Hardwick, 
made a decision that criminalized lesbians and gay 
men. Their decision placed the sexual activities of 
lesbians and gay men outside the law and took away 
our right to love whom we choose, in the way we 
choose. As we are now considered criminals and out¬ 
laws for engaging in private civil disobedience in our 
bedrooms every night, we have little choice but to 
engage publicly in non-violent civil disobedience by 
protesting this outrage on the steps of the Supreme 
^ Court. 


This act of non-violent civil disobedience is now 
in the planning stages. We are developing a hand¬ 
book to accompany our action. This handbook will 
be the first civil disobedience handbook focused 
specifically on a lesbian and gay action and on the 
lesbian and gay movement. It will include informa¬ 
tion on 1) the Georgia Sodomy decision and its im¬ 
plications for both women and men; 2) the history 
and effectiveness of non-violent civil disobedience; 
3) our reasons for targeting the Supreme Court; 4) 
a history of the lesbian and gay movement; 5) infor¬ 
mation (and personal accounts) on previous lesbian 
and gay civil disobedience actions and on the arrests 
of lesbians and gay men who were arrested as lesbians 
and gay men within non-lesbian and gay actions; and 
6) details of what to expect during the planned ac¬ 
tion in Washington, D.C. It will also include infor¬ 
mation on how to organize within a community and 
discussions on homophobia, feminism, decision mak¬ 
ing and consensus, serving time in jail, jail solidari¬ 
ty and carrying our work in D.C. back to our own 
communities. 

We would like your help in the development of this 
handbook. We are soliciting submissions of any 
length on any of the above topics or on others appro¬ 
priate to a handbook of this type. As a guide, we sug¬ 
gest that each article be no more than approximately 
1,000 words. Many can be less; some may need to be 
more. If you are interested in writing for the hand¬ 
book, or know someone who might be, please send

We must receive your writings no later than June 
30, and we will not be able to return them. We reserve 
the right to edit any submissions and will discuss any 
editing with the author. Please keep your writing as 
succinct as possible and note your previous experi¬ 
ence with non-violent civil disobedience, as well as 
your name, address and phone number, and any re¬ 
quirements for use of your writings, on a cover sheet.

T he party for Democrats 
last Friday at the Fairmont 
was like few others. But 
then, as one local party official 
put it, “Walter’s better than E.F. 
Hutton — when Walter Shor- 
enstein asks - , they not only 
listen, they respond.” 

Shoreristein, one of the city’s 
power brokers and one of the 
Democratic Party’s biggest do¬ 
nors, decided to hold a fundrais¬ 
er/party for his beloved party last 
week and no less than five of the 
seven declared Democratic pres¬ 
idential hopefuls came to pay 
their respects — and hopefully, 
pick up some endorsements and 
some big bucks. The dinner Fri¬ 
day night raised $800,000 to be 
divided between the California 
party and the Senate and House 
Democratic Campaign Commit¬ 
tees. Such hopefuls as Rep. 
Richard Gephardt, Sen. Al¬ 
bert Gore, Rev. Jesse Jack- 
son, former Arizona Gov. 
Bruce Babbitt and Illinois 
Sen. Paul Simon attended. 

Two who did not come — 
Mass. Gov. Michael Dukakis 
and Delaware Sen. Joseph 
Biden — sent their wives. Prais¬ 
ing Shorenstein as “a friend of 
us all,” House Speaker Jim 
Wright also attended. 

So far in the campaign, no 
other event outside Washington 
has drawn as many big-name 
Democrats to the same place at 
the same time. As one White 
House hopeful put it, “the can¬ 
didates are all here on bended 
knee,” with the political blessing 
of Shorenstein being the prize all 
hoped for. With Shorenstein’s 
enormous real estate network 
here — he owns or manages large 
chunks of downtown San Francis¬ 
co — he has many such friends 
and is not at all reticent to ask 
them to contribute to causes and 
candidates he believes in. 

Though he said he didn’t know 
how much he has raised for the 
party, Democratic officials said 
Shorenstein has raised millions 
for party candidates over the 
years. Locally, his endorsement 
has long been considered impor¬ 
tant to aspiring politicos. Shor¬ 
enstein is a longtime supporter of 
Sen. Alan Cranston, Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein, and is sup¬ 
porting Sup. John Molinari 
for mayor. 


D espite continued rumors 
that threaten to cloud his 
candidacy for president, a 
federal marshall who investigated 
an alleged homosexual ring with¬ 
in then-Governor Reagan’s ad¬ 
ministration, determined that 
Rep. Jack Kemp was not in¬ 
volved. Allegations that a num¬ 
ber of gays worked in high posi¬ 
tions within Reagan’s Sacramen¬ 
to administration were originally 
raised by the late columnist 
Drew Pearson in 1967. 

A staff shake-up in the gover¬ 
nor’s office was apparently link¬ 
ed to the charges. Kemp, who was 
a pro football player at the time 
but was employed as well as a 
Reagan advisor during the off¬ 
season, departed Sacramento 
rather quickly after the rumors 
and his departure fueled specula¬ 
tion that he was tied to the alle¬ 
gations. 

In Sacramento last week, 
Kemp told reporters that the 
rumor still haunts him, but that 
“nobody ever made a charge — 
I feel confident of myself and 


my career and my good name. 
There’s going to be some of that 
rumor about everybody.” 

Mayor Dianne Feinstein seem¬ 
ingly having the time of her life 
working the crowd as though she 
was running for office herself at 
D. A. Arlo Smith’s big fundrais¬ 
er/reception at the Carnelian 
Room Thursday night. 

The Bear on Castro will hold 
a $5 beer bust (with food) on Sat¬ 
urday, June 27, to benefit Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
(CUAV). The hours of the beer 
bust are from 4-8 p.m., and this 
is a good cause, hope to see you 
there. 

Ooooppps, George in trouble 
with his beloved fundamentalist 
constituents? Seems Vice Pres¬ 
ident George Bush is under 
fire by some GOP evangelists 
partly for a joke about Oral 
Roberts’ recent claim that God 
would “call him home” if he 
didn’t raise $8 million. Bush 
reportedly said there’s a new fun¬ 
damentalist group called LORD 
— “Let Oral Roberts Die” — 


and the right-wingers aren’t 
amused. 

Thousands of marching gays, 
lesbians and their supporters 
marked Washington, D.C.’s 12th 
annual Gay Pride Day Sunday. 
Dozens of groups set up booths, 
including the U.S. PublicHealth 
Service which distributed AIDS 
information. 

And in New York City, saying 
“there is no such thing as safe 
sex,” Mayor Ed Koch announc¬ 
ed an advertising campaign 
stressing abstinence as the true 
way to combat AIDS. The city 
already promotes the use of con¬ 
doms, but His Honor says absti¬ 
nence is the only safe way. 

I n San Diego, Mayor Mau¬ 
reen O’Connor became 
the first mayor in that city’s 
history to march in the annual 
Gay/Lesbian Freedom Day Pa¬ 
rade, when she marched with a 
contingent from the San Diego 
AIDS Project. Saying that her 
decision to march in the parade 
was not a statement on homosex¬ 


uality, Mayor O’Connor said, 
“I’m not here to condone or con¬ 
demn anyone’s lifestyle. I am, 
however, proud to walk with the 
mother of an AIDS victim. I un¬ 
derstand what kind of impact this 
disease has on a family.” 

While Sunday’s Examiner was 
editorially calling for enactment 
of President Reagan’s mandatory 
testing plan, the Los Angeles 
Times was the same day taking 
the more responsible attitude by 
saying that mandatory testing 
does not work — it serves no 
preventive purpose — a fact 
affirmed unanimously by the 
health ministers of the 12 nations 
of the European Economic Com¬ 
munity. And it serves to drive 
underground the high-risk pop¬ 
ulations, notably the intravenous 
drug users, whose cooperation is 
critical to an effective prevention 
program. 

And also this weekend the rad¬ 
ical Right Wing was being heard 
from. While Education Secretary 
William Bennett was telling 
CBS’s Face The Nation viewers 
that prison inmates with AIDS 
should remain confined if they 
threaten to spread the deadly 
virus among the general popula¬ 
tion, North Carolina’s anti-gay 
Sen. Jesse Helms was publicly 
calling for quarantine of every¬ 
one who tests positive for the 
AIDS virus. 

In her new autobiography, And 
a Voice to Sing With (Summit, 
$19.95), singer Joan Baez tells 
about her well-known lesbian 
relationship with a young lady 
named Kim when Baez was 22 
years old. “There would have 
been a big hunk missing if I 
hadn’t put it in,” Baez says. 

“Besides, since I revealed it 
years ago, many people have 
come up to me and told me that 
coming out in the open with it in¬ 
spired them to take a step in their 
lives that they feel they might 
have not otherwise taken,” she 
said. Though rumors of Baez’s 
lesbianism still surface occasion¬ 
ally, she tries to put the rumors 
to rest in the book. •

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T he big silver kegs on the 
floor look just like beer 
kegs. If so, judging by the 
number of them, somebody’s 
had quite a party here. But the 
kegs don’t hold beer. They hold 
sperm samples instead. And the 
“party,” for lack of a better term, 
was not one giant beer blast but 
a succession of solitary sexual 
blasts produced by a series of in¬ 
dividual males, with only their 
hands for company. 

This is not a frat house on the 
Berkeley campus, you see, but the 
Sperm Bank of Northern Califor¬ 
nia in Oakland. 

The Sperm Bank is a project of 
the Feminist Women’s Health 
Center, a private, nonprofit, fee- 
for-service agency founded in 
1972 by a group of women in¬ 
terested in providing the 
women’s community with good 
quality health care tailored to 
their own specific needs. The 
Sperm Bank was not originally 
one of the services that the 
Center provided but was estab¬ 
lished in 1982 in response to the 
growing number of women who 
wanted to get pregnant and need¬ 
ed healthy sperm donors. 

According to Barbara Raboy, 
the founder and administrative 
director of the project, “It was all 
very informal at first. We didn’t 
even know how to inseminate. 
When we put together our pro¬ 
posal, we planned to buy the 
sperm from established sperm 
banks in other parts of the coun¬ 
try, but then we decided to start 
our own bank. The reason was so' 
that once we learned and applied 
the technology, We could apply 
our own set of principles as well. 
This led to a lot of opposition 
from the scientific community— 
resistance, to say the least—but 
they came around eventually.” 

A lthough the original pur¬ 
pose of the Sperm Bank 
was to enable women, re¬ 
gardless of race, marital status, or 
sexual orientation, to achieve 
pregnancy, it now serves a variety 
of needs. Clients include not only 
women who want to get pregnant 
but also men who want to donate 
sperm in order to help these 
women achieve their goal, men 
who need or want their sperm 
stored, and men who want semen 
analysis. 

Each of these categories in¬ 
cludes a wide variety of people. 
Women who want to get preg¬ 
nant, for instance, range from 
heterosexual wives whose 
husbands are sterile to lesbians 
who have been denied the oppor¬ 
tunity to parent a child. 


Men who need or want their 
sperm stored range from those 
who are undergoing potentially 
harmful surgery and fear that 
something may happen to them 
to those who want children some¬ 
day but have no opportunity to 
father them at present. 

The key to the success of the 
Sperm Bank is its donor pro¬ 
gram, of course, and fortunately, 
there is no shortage of donors. In 
order to service the 40 or 50 
women who are inseminated each 
month, the Sperm Bank accepts 
over 100 donations per month, 
for which it pays up to $30 “com¬ 
pensation.” These can be stored 
indefinitely, frozen in liquid 
nitrogen at 200 degrees below 
zero. A donor may contribute as 
often as he likes, but once ten 
births have resulted from his ef¬ 
forts, he may contribute no more, 
in order to decrease the chances 
of his offspring intermarrying. 


F or many reasons, donors 
are screened carefully. 
First, they must fill out an 
eleven-page questionnaire detail¬ 
ing their medical history, per¬ 
sonal habits, family background, 
and the like. They must also com¬ 
plete separate AIDS, drug use, 
and sexual practice question¬ 
naires. 

Next, they must undergo an in¬ 
terview, where matters such as 
confidentiality, responsibility, 
and the law are discussed. Final¬ 
ly, they must submit to a physical 
exam and a series of blood and 
semen tests. The entire process 
takes up to a month and a half. 

All of this is to protect the 
health of its clients and the in¬ 
tegrity of the clinic, assures 
Raboy. It is not to invade anyone’s 
privacy. “We try to do things in 
as humanistic a fashion as possi¬ 
ble, but we have a responsibility 
to be careful,” she states. 

As a result of this caution, the 
Sperm Bank has not accepted a 
donation from a gay man in over 
two years, even though they 
would like to be able to do so. 

This means, for the time being 
at least, that the men walking into 
the “party rooms” near the 
“beer kegs” at the Sperm Bank 
are more likely to be carrying 
copies of Playboy than Drummer 
or In Touch. But that’s okay. 
Since they’re not going to have 
much of a party anyway, who 
cares what they read? •

Lesbian Minister 
Expects Ouster 
From Methodists 

PORTLAND, Maine-The 
Rev. Rose Mary Denman, an 
openly lesbian minister in the 
United Methodist Church, said 
that she expects to be the first gay 
member of the Methodist clergy 
to get the boot from the Protes¬ 
tant organization. 

“I know I am not going to 
win,” Denman said. “I know it.” 

Denman was here to address 
the panel of the regional United 
Methodist clergy. In 1984, the 
church adopted a policy which 


states that “self-avowed practic¬ 
ing homosexuals are not to be ac¬ 
cepted as candidates, ordained as 
ministers or appointed to serve in 
the United Methodist Church,” 
on the grounds that “the practice 
of homosexuality is incompatible 
with Christian teaching.” 

Denman said she will transfer 
to the Unitarian Universalist So¬ 
ciety, whose “stand is to respect 
the integrity of each person to 
live out their own truth. There is 
no judgment of sexual orienta¬ 
tion or lifestyle.”

Dallas Parks Chief 
Indicted in T-room 
Incident 

DALLAS — The director of 
the Dallas Park and Recreation 
Department has been placed on 
paid leave of absence while he 
fights charges of indecent ex¬ 
posure and evading arrest. Jack 
W. Robinson was arrested after a 
police officer allegedly saw him 
Feb. 8 in a restroom at a north¬ 
west Dallas park with another 
man with their pants loosened. 

As the officer was leading the 
two men to his patrol car, the pair 
allegedly ran and fled in their 
cars. Police reports show that of¬ 
ficer Bobby D. Heddin said he 
knew one of the suspects, Robin¬ 
son. Internal police memos show 
that Robinson, 55, had been 
sighted by other officers in 
several parks where sexual activ¬ 
ity was known to occur. 

Robinson has denied the 
charges and said he was in 
church the morning the incident 
was reported. A Dallas County 
grand jury indicted Robinson on 
two Class B misdemeanors, each 
of which carries a maximum 
penalty of six months in jail and 
a $1,000 fine.

could not stand trial. The suit 
alleges that the prisoner was also 
“subjected to harassing ques¬ 
tions and comments” from dep¬ 
uties.

Robert M. Jacobson, 
'Opera News' Editor, 
Dies In New York 

NEW YORK - Robert M. 
Jacobson, editor of Opera News 
magazine and one of the nation’s 
top music critics, died recently of 
AIDS-related respiratory failure. 
He was 46 years old. 

Jacobson began his career in 
music journalism as a reviewer 
for Musical America in 1963. He 
also worked for the Lincoln Cen¬ 
ter and CBS Records before as¬ 
suming the editorship of Opera 
News in 1974. He also edited 
Ballet News, a sister publication 
of Opera News from 1979 until 
last year. 

The author of three books, 
Jacobson was also a frequent host 
for benefit concerts, including 
an AIDS research fundraiser in 
New York in 1985, which netted 
$250,000. He is survived by his 
longtime companion, Rocci 
Genova, and his mother and 
sister.

Making Final Provisions

# Do we have the right 

• to die with dignity? 

Though I usually use this fo¬ 
rum to answer financial planning 
questions posed by our readers, 
this week I am posing a question 
of my own. Do we have the right 
to die with dignity? It is a ques¬ 
tion which results from thought 
about the dignity of life under 
terminal diagnosis. 

I certainly don’t encourage pa¬ 
tients with AIDS or any terminal 
diagnosis to abandon hope or 
lose confidence in our medical 
researchers. However, many im¬ 
portant medical decisions must 
be made by patients who are suf¬ 
fering a major illness like AIDS. 
How can a patient plan for the 
event that he is no longer able to 
communicate his personal deci¬ 
sions? How can a patient in such 
a position communicate his pref¬ 
erence for hospice treatment and 
death at home to the sterile and 
expensive hospital environment? 

In California, the Durable 
Power of Attorney For Health 
Care provides a flexible way to 
cope with these issues. In fact it 
is a desirable planning tool for 
anyone regardless of their pres¬ 
ent health condition. This tool 
allows an individual to designate 
an agent who can make medical 
decisions in his behalf should 
mental capacity lapse. Other pro¬ 
visions of the document include: 
Contribution of Anatomical 
Gifts, Autopsy and Disposition of 
Remains, Designation of Alter¬ 
nate Agents and Nomination of 
a Conservator (should one be¬ 
come necessary). Your attorney 
has access to preprinted forms 
from a variety of publishers. 
Since the language is already 
drafted, the cost of preparing the 
document is fairly low. 

One of the most widely used 
forms is the California Medical 
Association (1986 revised). It pro¬ 
vides three basic alternatives to 
the sensitive question of how a 
patient would like his agent to act 
in the event the patient is not 
competent to speak for himself. 

The three alternatives on the 
CMA form include: 

• “I do NOT want my life to be 
prolonged and I do NOT want 
life-sustaining treatment to be 


provided or continued if the bur¬ 
dens of the treatment outweigh 
the expected benefits. I want my 
agent to consider the relief of suf¬ 
fering and the quality as well as 
the extent of the possible exten¬ 
sion of my life in making deci¬ 
sions concerning life-sustaining 
treatment.” 

• “I want my life to be pro¬ 
longed and I want life-sustaining 
treatment to be provided unless 
I am in a coma which my doctors 
reasonably believe to be irrever¬ 
sible. Once my doctors have rea¬ 
sonably concluded I am in an ir¬ 
reversible coma, I do NOT want 
life-sustaining treatment to be 
provided or continued.” 

• “I want my life to be pro¬ 
longed to the greatest extent 
possible without regard to my 
condition the chances I have for 
recovery or the cost of the pro¬ 
cedures.” 

Alternatively, you may make 
your own provisions in lieu of or 
in addition to the three options 
given. For example you might 
provide, ‘‘If at such time the situ¬ 
ation should arise in which there 
is no reasonable expectation of 
my recovery from extreme physi¬ 
cal or mental disability, I direct 
that I be allowed to die and not 
be kept alive by medications, arti¬ 
ficial means or heroic measures. 
I do, however, ask that medica¬ 
tion be mercifully administered 
to me to alleviate suffering even 
though this may shorten my re¬ 
maining life.” 

The forms are available 
through your attorney. Use of the 
forms is not intended to provide 
instant euthanasia. Rather, the 
forms attempt to give the individ¬ 
ual the dignity of having his own 
wishes honored in the manner of 
medical treatment if and when 
necessary. The purpose of the 
durable power is to grant authori¬ 
ty to the agent to speak on the 
patient’s behalf and waive the 
potential liability from what ethi- 
cists have come to call heroic or 
extraordinary means of sustain¬ 
ing life. 

Yes, we do have the right to 
dignity and the opportunity to 
put things in order before the 
need arises and the time is too 
late. Consult with your attorney 
for further information. •

Advice to 
Gay's Mom 

D EAR READERS: I recently pub¬ 
lished a letter from a reader who 
was emotionally torn over whether she 
should allow "John,” her grieving homo¬ 
sexual son whose lover of 10 years had 
just died of AIDS, to return home for a 
family reunion and come out of the clos¬ 
et to his entire family. John had told his 
mother that he was not about to sit down 
with his family and pretend that life is 
"beautiful" after having been through 
the most painful and tragic year of his 
life — and unless he could be open and 
honest with his family, he refused to 
come home. 

His mother said, "We love our son. 
but don't want the embarrassment and 
hysteria that this situation could bring." 

1 told the mother that the decision 
should be John's, but for him to insist 
that the family be informed that he is 
gay, though it might cause embarrass¬ 
ment and hysteria, would be insensitive 
and inconsiderate, but to welcome him 
anyway. 

Did 1 get letters! Some excerpts: 

"... I still have a column of yours in 
which you say: ‘One thing is certain, God 
made gays Just as surely as he made 
straights. And all his children are enti¬ 
tled to live and love in dignity, without 
shame or guilt.' 1 can’t believe anyone 
who would make that statement would 
advise a gay person to stay in the closet at 
a time when he needs all the support and 
understanding he can get. If his family 
can't stand the embarrassment and hys¬ 
teria,’ that's their problem, not his." 



.. Your response to the mother of 
John, whose lover and partner had just 
died of AIDS, was both incredibly insen¬ 
sitive and ignorant. You (and Johp's 
mother) have conveniently overlooked 
two facts: (1) John is almost certain to die 
of AIDS as well; how are they going to 
deal with the 'hysteria and embarrass¬ 
ment' of that situation? (2) If he's been 
living with a male lover for 10 years, the 
relatives all know he’s gay anyway — 
they just don’t discuss it with his parents. 

“You missed an opportunity to do 
some educating about AIDS, homopho¬ 
bia and common decency.”

Sen. Paul Simon Promises Pro-Rights 
Supreme Court If Elected to White House

testing. 

“I have mixed feelings on the 
subject,” he said, “but frankly, if 
you test for tuberculosis and 
other things, I don’t think it’s 
unreasonable to test for this.” 
Simon added, however, that he 
was strongly opposed to any at¬ 
tempt to require mandatory test¬ 
ing of aliens who were already in 
the United States. 

When asked about his opinion 
of Massachusetts Gov. Michael 
Dukakis’ foster care policy, Si¬ 
mon admitted that he was only 
“vaguely familiar” with the pol¬ 
icy. Nevertheless, he expressed a 
strong opinion about what he 
thought proper foster care policy 
should be. 

“The number one considera¬ 
tion, period, exclamation point,” 
he said, “has to be the welfare of 
the child. Wherever that child 
can best be served, that’s where 
the child ought to be, including 
if that’s with a lesbian or gay 
couple.’ ’ 

The Dukakis policy, on the 
other hand, requires that foster 
children be placed with “tradi¬ 
tional” families whenever possi¬ 
ble, making it virtually impossi¬ 
ble for gays or lesbians to serve 
as foster parents. 

CIVIL LIBERTIES 

During a discussion of last 
year’s Supreme Court decision 
upholding the constitutionality 
of laws that punish private con¬ 
sensual sex, Simon stressed the 
importance of electing a presi¬ 
dent who will appoint people who 
are supportive of civil rights to 
any vacancies that open up on the 
High Court. 

Noting the advanced age and 
ill health of a number of the cur¬ 
rent Justices, Simon joked about 
“the importance of praying for 
the health of these men over the 
next 18 months” while Reagan is 
still in office. 

Turning serious, he said that 
he thought it “essential that the 
next president appoint people to 


any vacancies on the Court who 
are sensitive to basic civil lib¬ 
erties.” 

“My record shows that I care 
very deeply about civil rights,” he 
said, “and I’m going to appoint 
people who share that concern.” 

Asked whether gays would play 
a role in his campaign and, if 
elected, in his administration, 
Simon replied simply, “I can’t 
tell exactly where they’ll be, but 
I can tell you that I’m not going 
to discriminate against them. I 
haven’t as a senator and I won’t 
as president.” 

SPOTTY KNOWLEDGE 

Simon was criticized for his 
“spotty knowledge” on some gay 
issues by a number of the people 
who were present at the luncheon 
meeting. Jerry E. Berg, a San 
Francisco attorney, complained 
that Simon “was not very well in¬ 
formed about some of the issues 
related to AIDS.” Paul Wotman, 
one of the organizers of the meet¬ 
ing, said, “It was very clear that 
the senator still has a lot to 
learn.” 

In his interview with the 
B.A.R., Simon also appeared to 
be unfamiliar with the national 
gay rights bill introduced in the 
Senate this year by California 
Sen. Alan Cranston. 

Simon initially expressed un¬ 
certainty about whether he was a 
co-sponsor of the bill. Informed 
by the B.A.R. that he was not, 
Simon said that he would have to 
review the bill before he could 
make a commitment to support 
it. 

“I know that the bill last year 
was one I had indicated I would 
support,” he said, “and I assume 
that this is basically the same 
thing.” Nevertheless, he conclud¬ 
ed the interview by saying, “I 
don’t want to promise anything, 
but let me take a look at the bill.”

P aul Simon may be running second among the Democratic candidates 
seeking their party’s presidential nomination, but during a recent trip 
to San Francisco, the 58-year-old senator from Illinois clearly staked 
out a place as a leader in terms of support for gay and lesbian issues. 

In an interview with the Bay Area Reporter, Simon reaffirmed his commit¬ 
ment to ending discrimination against gays, labeled the fight against AIDS 
one of his “top national priorities,” distanced himself from Massachusetts Gov. 
Michael Dukakis’ homophobic foster care policy, and promised to appoint 


Supreme Court Justices 

Earlier, during a luncheon 
meeting with potential gay sup¬ 
porters, Simon pledged that if 
elected he would issue an execu¬ 
tive order banning anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination in the military. 

Opinions of Simon were not 
entirely uncritical and some of 
those who met with him express¬ 
ed concern about his lack of de¬ 
tailed knowledge on a number of 
gay issues. The criticism was 
tempered, however, by the con¬ 
sensus that Simon was both will¬ 
ing and eager to learn. 

Simon was in San Francisco 
last week along with four of the 
other six Democratic presidential 
contenders to attend a party 
fundraiser and to meet with po¬ 
tential campaign contributors. 
Of all the candidates, however, 
only Simon took time out to meet 
with members of the gay and les¬ 
bian community. 

Simon has long decried the 
Demoratic Party’s shift towards 
more conservative positions, and 
in his interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter, he reiterated this con¬ 
cern. 

Claiming that if the American 
voters are forced to choose “be¬ 
tween the Republican Party and 
a carbon copy of the Republican

Party, they’ll choose the real 
thing,” Simon called on the Dem¬ 
ocratic Party to continue its tradi¬ 
tion of representing the under¬ 
dog. 

For the party to shift towards 
the right is wrong on two counts,” 
he said, “first, because I don’t 
think that’s how you win a na¬ 
tional election, and second, be¬ 
cause I don’t think you serve the 
nation well that way.” 

FINEST TRADITION 

Dismissing the predictions of 
some political insiders that sup¬ 
port for liberal issues such as gay 
rights could damage his viability 
as a national candidate, particu¬ 
larly in the South, Simon said, 
“My feeling is that if you stand 
in opposition to discrimination 
— whether it’s discrimination 
against blacks, against gays, 
against anyone — then you stand 
in the finest tradition of the Dem¬ 
ocratic Party and ultimately 
you’re going to do well in the 
South and elsewhere.” 

Simon supported his position 
by pointing to a recent ABC News 
poll in which he was running sec¬ 
ond among the Democratic can¬ 
didates with 13 percent support 
despite his reputation as “an 


civil liberties.” 

unrepentant liberal.” In that poll, 
Jesse Jackson was first, with 25 
percent support, Michael Duka¬ 
kis was third with 11 percent, and 
Richard Gephardt was fourth 
with 10 percent. 

Asked where he placed the 
fight against AIDS on his list of 
priorities, Simon replied that 
“AIDS has to be one of the top 
national priorities for both hu¬ 
manitarian and fiscal reasons.” 

Simon criticized the Reagan 
Administration’s response to 
AIDS, characterizing it as “pious 
proclamations with no follow 
through.” 

“Meaning no disrespect to 
your former governor,” he said, 
“it’s clear that Ronald Reagan 
just doesn’t understand the 
issues involved here.” Reagan’s 
recent call for widespread man¬ 
datory testing, he said, had left 
him concerned that “if we start 
this massive testing, we may set 
some precedents that will really 
violate civil rights.” 

Simon was not opposed to all 
mandatory testing. Although he 
was absent from the Senate when 
it voted in favor of testing im¬ 
migrants for antibodies to HIV, 
he admitted that he was “in¬ 
clined to favor” this type of

San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
told B.A.R. that European efforts 
at AIDS prevention education 
were far ahead of what was being 
done in the U.S. 

“The health minister of Den¬ 
mark,” said Wolfred, “talked 
about Denmark’s antidiscrimi¬ 
nation laws which protect people 
with AIDS, and how condoms are 
advertised in the media and on 
their buses. He showed us slides 
of twelve foot-long condoms de-

picted on the sides of buses along 
with catchy phrases in different 
languages. This is for the 
tourists, and they have another 
campaign for their citizens.” 

In Holland, reported Wolfred, 
the government distributes 
needles and condoms and sexual¬ 
ly explicit material educating 
people on how to avoid transmit¬ 
ting the virus. 

And in Britain, according to 
Wolfred, the government has sent 
an AIDS education brochure to 
every household. “It is sexually 
explicit and describes which sex¬ 
ual acts are safe and which are 
unsafe. And it tells you how to 
clean dirty needles to kill the 
virus. Switzerland has a fairly 
similar campaign.” 


JUST BEGINNING 

Epidemiological studies com¬ 
ing out of the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Health Study were pre¬ 
sented at the conference, noted 
Wolfred, and these showed that 
as of 1987,40 percent of those in¬ 
fected with HIV will come down 
with the disease within seven 
years of infection. 

Said Wolfred, “If we in San 
Francisco have 50,000 infected 
gay men, which is what the 
epidemiologists are saying, and 
40 percent of them come down 
with AIDS after seven years, then 
we are talking about 20,000 cases 
of AIDS in the gay men’s commu¬ 
nity in this city alone. We are in 
a tragedy that is just beginning.” 


Discount Groceries 

People of any income can 
stretch their food dollar with 
SHARE (Self-Help and Resource 
Exchange). Participants get a 40 
to 50 pound box of groceries 
worth between $30 and $50 for 
$12 and two hours of community 
service. There is no limit to the 
number of food boxes that an in¬ 
dividual can get, and food stamps 
are accepted. Th'e box contains a 
balanced diet with meat, produce 
and groceries. 

The program is already operat¬ 
ing in 17 cities, and will make its 
first San Francisco food distribu¬ 
tion June 27. The project is fund¬ 
ed by the City of San Francisco, 
the American Friends Service 
Committee and private dona¬ 
tions. 

Those who want to participate 
can call the St. Anthony Founda¬ 
tion (552-3838) or the Gay Rescue 
Mission (431-2188). 

Rev. Don Jackson of the Gay 
Rescue Mission said that almost 
all of their clients are indigents. 
“Few of them have the $12, so the 
program won’t work for them, 
but there are many people in the 
gay community who are a little 
better off, but still need help with 
food—people on SSI, GA, the 
working poor and the like, and 
the program will enable them to 
reduce their grocery bill substan¬ 
tially,” he said. 

Rev. Jackson has prepared an 
eight minute presentation of the 
program, and said he will be glad 
to explain the program to any gay 
organization that will give him 
eight minutes. •

seemed willing to overlook it. “It 
was disappointing that he wasn’t 
better informed,” said Berg, but 
he quickly added that “my sense 
is that his heart is in the right 
place and that he was very eager 
to listen to us and to learn.” 

Wotman agreed. While noting 
that Simon still needed to be 
educated about a number of gay 
issues, he said, “I thought that 
he was a thoughtful fellow who 
not only was open to hearing 
about gay and lesbian issues but 
who had already thought some 
about them.” 

Rhonda Abrams, a Simon sup¬ 
porter who had come up with the 
idea of the luncheon meeting, 
acknowledged that Simon need¬ 
ed to learn more about some 
issues but explained that the pur¬ 
pose of the meeting had been to 
give Simon a chance to listen to 
members of San Francisco’s gay 
community. 

“Simon is already well in¬ 
formed,” she said, “but he was 
here to get better informed.” In 
particular, she said, “the senator 
realizes that San Francisco is the 
leader in the fight against AIDS, 
and he wanted an opportunity to 
learn about what is being done 
out here.” 

While none of those with 
whom the B.A.R. spoke were 
ready to sign on as Simon sup¬ 
porters, all agreed that the sena¬ 
tor had made a good impression. 

“I think he needs to be edu¬ 
cated further,” said Berg, “but 
this is a candidate who deserves 
to be given serious consideration 
by the gay community.” 

“It’s still too early to make a 
commitment,” said Wotman, 
“but I will say that I was very 
impressed.” •

He Met the President 


The Zuni Man-Woman: A Tra¬ 
ditional Gay Role is the topic of 
a lecture and slide program by 
Will Roscoe, to be presented by 
Gay American Indians on Mon¬ 
day, June 22 at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church, 150 Eureka St. in San 
Francisco. 

The Zuni Indians of New Mex¬ 
ico had special roles for men and 
women who pursued the skills 
and activities of the opposite 
sex—for example, men who 
became potters or women who 
hunted. Called “berdaches” by 
anthropologists and Ihamanas in 
Zuni, these individuals would to¬ 
day be considered gay or lesbian. 

Roscoe’s program focuses on 
the male Ihamana and the life of 
one of the tribe’s most famous 
members—We’wha, a renowned 
potter and weaver. In 1886, this 
dress-wearing man spent six 
months in Washington, D.C., 
visiting President Grover 
Cleveland and other national 
figures. 

We’Wha’s story is followed by 
a discussion of the Zuni philoso¬ 
phy of gender. What makes a 
man a man? What makes a wom¬ 
an a woman? Traditional Zuni 
wisdom has surprising answers to 


these questions and very differ¬ 
ent attitudes towards women and 
gay men. Finally, the role of the 
Zuni berdache in myth and ritual 
is explored. 

Roscoe’s lecture is illustrated 
by over 130 slides, including 
original photography of the Zuni 
area and unpublished historical 
photographs. 

Roscote is a San Francisco- 
based writer and community or¬ 
ganizer. He began his research 
into traditional gay roles among 
American Indian cultures four 
years ago and has traveled to New 
Mexico twice and to archives in 
Los Angeles, Denver, Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. and New York to further 
his studies. 

Since 1984 he has been coor¬ 
dinator for the History Project of 
the Gay American Indian organ¬ 
ization, which is about to publish 
Living the Spirit: A Gay Ameri¬ 
can Indian Anthology. He is the 
editor of an extensive bibliog¬ 
raphy on alternative gender roles 
among American Indians, now in 
press. He has recently returned 
from a successful tour with his 
slide-lecture to five cities 
throughout the United States 
and Canada.

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Researchers Say 
AZT Still Works 


Doubt Recent Reports That 
Drug is Not Effective

Researchers in San Francisco criticized recent reports that 
AZT was proving to be less effective than expected in fighting 
AIDS. Dr. Paul Volberding, co-director of AIDS Activities at 
S.F. General Hospital, said, “There’s nothing to it.’’ Volber¬ 
ding, and fellow AIDS specialist, Robbie Wong, told Bay Area 
Reporter that AZT continues to hold real hope for those in¬ 
fected with the HIV virus. 


Volberding said the problem 
with the article which appeared 
in early May calling into question 
the efficacy of AZT was that the 
interpretation of the facts pre¬ 
sented was faulty. 

“The issues is not what AZT 
will do for very advanced cases,” 
explained the AIDS researcher, 
“If a drug like AZT is going to 
be useful it has to be used on peo¬ 
ple at earlier stages of the di¬ 
sease.” 

Volberding said that the bene¬ 
ficial effects of AZT on early 
cases of AIDS, and advanced 
cases of ARC had already been 
proven in the phase II study of 
the drug which concluded last 
September. 

The conclusions of the phase 
II national study of AZT were an¬ 
nounced at a Washington press 
conference on Sept. 19,1986. At 
that time the results of the mul¬ 
ti-center testing of AZT were re¬ 
leased showing that the drug did 
actually slow down the virus. Out 
of 230 people who had AIDS or 
ARC, half were given AZT, and 
half were given a placebo. In the 
placebo group, 17 of the patients 
died during the six-month study, 
but of those in the AZT group 
only one had died. 

AZT was licensed by the fed¬ 
eral Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion this March based on the 
findings of the phase II study of 
the drug. Over 4,000 Americans 
are now taking the drug which is 
produced by Burroughs Wel¬ 
come. The annual cost to those 


taking the new drug is estimated 
to be $12,000 annually. In Cali¬ 
fornia, MediCal covers the cost of 
treatment with AZT for those eli¬ 
gible for public assistance. 

SIDE EFFECT 

“Nothing has changed,” said 
Robbie Wong, assistant clinical 
professor of pharmacy at S.F. 
General, who regularly sees the 
hundred or so patients who re¬ 
ceive AZT at one of the major 
AIDS research hospitals in the 
country. 

“But we’ve said all along that 
this is not a cure. People will con¬ 
tinue to get infections and some 
will die. What we’re seeing is not 
unexpected.” 

What the researchers at S.F. 
General are seeing are side ef¬ 
fects. Twenty-five percent of those 
receiving the drug will have to 
forego treatment because of side 
effects that can become life- 
threatening. Researchers are al¬ 
so seeing continuing infections 
among those taking AZT. Twenty- 
five percent of those getting AZT 
give up the drug because of the 
development of new infections 
which require treatments which 
cannot be given alongside AZT. 

“People who have been on the 
drug for a year will tell you,” 
reports Wong, “that there are 
side effects. It’s not for everyone. 
Some people who take it sail 
right through, but some get very 
high fevers and have had bad re¬ 
actions to it. Not everyone can 
tolerate AZT.”

Wong told B.A.R. that the peo¬ 
ple in the phase II study a year 
ago have continued to be fol¬ 
lowed by researchers. Many of 
those who were taking AZT last 
year have had to give up treat¬ 
ment with AZT because they 
have since developed side effects. 


But the difference in death rates 
between those who take AZT and 
those who don’t remains striking. 

A GOOD IDEA 

Of the people who were taking 
AZT in the phase II study last 


year and have continued to re¬ 
ceive the drug there have been 11 
deaths. Of the people who were 
given the placebo last year and 
have since been given AZT the 
death rate remains three times as 
high as for those who received 
the drug from the beginning, 35 
deaths. 

Thirteen of the placebo deaths 
were unrelated to AZT, according 
to Wong, and many involved sui¬ 
cides. But still the difference in 
death rates between those who 
have received the drug since last 
September and those who have 
received the drug for a year is two 
to one. 

“It’s definitely a help,” said 
Wong, “and the sooner you start 
it the better.” 

Plans to try AZT on every 
group of people who have AIDS, 
and HIV infection, are now in the 
works. It is being tried with chil¬ 
dren who have AIDS, with a large 
group of Kaposi’s sarcoma pa¬ 
tients, people with lesser infec¬ 
tions and will be tried on asymp¬ 
tomatic individuals soon. 

Said Wong, “Anybody with 
HIV infection is going to have 
damage with their immune sys¬ 
tem as they get into the later 
stages of the disease, and yes I 
think AZT might be a good idea 
for them.” •

Maud’s, the mother of San Francisco lesbian bars, came of 
age last Saturday night. Several hundred people crammed into 
the Cole Street tavern to celebrate Maud’s 21st birthday. 

The evening was highlighted by the appearance of the 
Pussies In Polyester. The madcap group admits to singing 
awful and has threatened after every performance to never 
return. The group has performed for Christmas parties, birth¬ 
days and any other reason they can find. To the puzzlement 
of the group, they have always received wild ovations from 
their audiences. 


For the 21st anniversary of the 
bar, there was the introduction 
of a younger group, sort of a 
chicken lesbian chorale. They 
were called the Neo-Natal Pus¬ 
sies. Arriving on the stage in 
diapers, they mocked their older 
counterparts. 

This type of craziness has been 
a cornerstone to the success of 
Maud’s. Located in Cole Valley, 
near Haight Street, much of the 
time it could be described best as 
a neighborhood bar. 


The calm quickly evaporates, 
however, when they throw a par¬ 
ty. Last Saturday night they threw 
an unqualified bash.

In recognition of lesbian/gay 
pride month and in order to ad¬ 
dress lesbian health issues, the 
Women’s Cancer Resource Cen¬ 
ter, Lyon-Martin Clinic and Les¬ 
bian/Gay Unit of the Human 
Rights Commission are co¬ 
sponsoring a lesbian health fo¬ 
rum on chronic illness and dis¬ 
ability. The forum will take place 
on Wednesday, June 24, from 7 to 
10 p.m. at the Women’s Building, 
3543 18th Street, San Francisco. 

There will be a panel presen¬ 
tation and discussion with speak¬ 
ers Jan Montgomery on Epstein- 
Barr, Jackie Winnow on cancer, 
Catherine Maier on AIDS, Ricki 
Boden on disability, Sandy But¬ 
ler on sexuality, Pat Norman on 
lesbians of color. It will be mod¬ 
erated by Rose Quinones of the 
Lyon-Martin Clinic. 

“Lesbians are facing serious 
health crises which have, for too 
long, been ignored or not ade¬ 
quately addressed,” said Jackie 
Winnow, lesbian/gay community 
liaison at the Human Rights 
Commission, whose own experi¬ 
ence caused her to found the 
Women’s Canceer Resource Cen¬ 
ter. “We desperately need to 
educate ourselves about our 
health, support and love one 


another, and build community 
services to meet each other’s 
needs. At the same time, we need 
to understand that our health 
problems and services are all part 
of the system we live in and work 
toward change,” she said. 

All health issues affect us as 
lesbians in specific ways. As Fran 
Miller, executive director of the 
Lyon-Martin Clinic, a women’s 
general medical health clinic 
with a special emphasis on the 
health needs of lesbians, points 
out, “Lesbians need accessible 
health care services which are 
sensitive to their needs, other¬ 
wise they don’t seek necessary 
care, leave out vital information, 
and are not screened for potential 
chronic health problems.” 

The Lesbian Health Forum is 
sign language interpreted, wheel¬ 
chair accessible, childcare is pro¬ 
vided, and there is an environ¬ 
mental illness section. Please do 
not wear scents or perfumes.

Stuart Livie, 61, died Sunday evening at Kaiser Permanente 
Hospital from complications of cancer. In accordance with his 
wishes, California Funeral Service will cremate his remains and 
scatter the ashes over the Pacific.

Barry Kohn 

1943 - 1987 

Barry Stanton Kohn, 44, gay activist, 
counselor, writer and lawyer, died of 
AIDS, on June 2, at his mother’s home 
in Radnor, PA. For the last year, he was 
cared for by his mother and stepfather, 
Elaine and Sidney Toltzis. Born in 
Philadelphia, Barry attended Temple 
University, graduating in 1964, and 
Dickinson Law School, graduating in 
1967. 

His concern throughout his life was to 
help people to reach their full potential, 
he was a Peace Corps volunteer in Pana¬ 
ma for two years. Later, he specialized in 
poverty law for Community Legal Serv¬ 
ices in Philadelphia. He also worked as 
a Civil Rights attorney for the Penn- 
vania Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. 
From 1971 to 
1977, he was Dep¬ 
uty Attorney Gen¬ 
eral for the Penn¬ 
sylvania Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, 
directing the 
Civil Rights and 
Civil Tensions 
Unit, and was in 
the center of legal 
battles for civil and gay rights. In 1975, 
he was appointed by Pennsylvania Gov. 
Milton Shapp to monitor the state’s ef¬ 
forts to end discrimination against sex¬ 
ual minorities, and was involved in the 
formation of the Governor’s Council for 
Sexual Minorities in Pennsylvania, the 
first such group of its kind. In the Spring 
of 1976, Barry founded a support group 
for gay and bisexual married men. 

Barry’s dedication to the idea of help¬ 
ing people to be free to be themselves is 
perhaps best illustrated by the book 
which he co-authored with his wife, Alice 
Matusow, Barry and Alice: Portrait of a 
Bisexual Marriage (Prentice-Hall, 1980). 

In 1981, Barry moved with Alice and 
their son, Danny, to Sullivan’s Island, off 
the coast of Charleston, South Carolina. 
There, he became the editor of the 
Charleston Alternative, South Carolina’s 
only gay periodical. 

He is survived by his son, Daniel Mark; 
his mother, Elaine Toltzis; his father, 
Mulford Kohn; his former wife, Alice 
Matusow; his brothers, Ronald Kohn and 
Perry Kohn, and his sister, Cindy Kohn. 


Robert N. Mackey

Robert Mackey passed away after a 
one-year battle with AIDS. He died at his 
mother’s home in Houston, TX, sur¬ 
rounded by his family.

Originally from New York, Woody set¬ 
tled in San Francisco after being station¬ 
ed with the U.S. Army in Germany.

Games in San Francisco, as part of Team 
Seattle. 

In his various travels, Woody was con¬ 
tinually drawn to the ocean from his home 
in Laguna Beach to his houseboat in 
Sausalito and a view apartment of Puget 
Sound in Seattle. And wherever he went 
his extensive collection of Marilyn 
Monroe memorabilia traveled with him. 

Woody loved the surprises life always

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Movies Of Our Lives 

You Must Be Seeing Things at the Lesbian/Gay Film Festival

A fter viewing more than half the films in the 11th San 
Francisco International Lesbian and Gay Film Festi¬ 
val, which is dedicated to the late Curt McDowell, I 
have good news and bad news. The overall quality is higher 
than usual (although they may be keeping some real duds 
under wraps), but no one film has knocked my socks off. One 
of the videos almost got my rocks off, but we’ll discuss those 
next week. 

If there’s a problem with gender parity this year it’s that 
the balance has shifted in favor of lesbian films. It’s about 
time, and let’s not hear complaints from either side because 
there’s plenty here for everyone. 

All the films are at the Castro, so we’ll just note dates and 
times below. Advance tickets are available at 2075 Market 
(14th and Church) and may be needed for the more popular 
offerings. 

The early “hot ticket” is The Outsiders (6/20,8 p.m.), per¬ 
haps out of curiosity over the first gay film from Taiwan and 
perhaps because of the pretty picture of two Chinese men 
in the program. Pretty pictures are the long suit of this, the 
best-photographed film in the Festival. The script, about a 
middle-aged queen who takes some hustlers off the street 
and turns them into a family, is so-so, and much of the act¬ 
ing is atrocious, at least by western standards. 

For great acting, albeit in a talky story that’s only inter¬ 
mittently interesting, see Maria Schell and Paul Scofield in 
1919 (6/26, 6 p.m.). 

By far the best film in the festival is Augustin Villaronga’s 
Tras El Cristal (6/24, 10 p.m.) which, because of its shock¬ 
ing and disturbing content, may never be shown again. It’s 
about the surviving victim of a concentration camp sadist 
who comes, not as an avenging angel, but to carry on the 
tradition. Because it’s so well made it may thoroughly 
disgust you. 

The best of this year’s new women’s films is Vera (6122, 
6 p.m.; 6/26, 10 p.m.), about an 18-year-old Brazilian baby 
butch whose identity crisis leads her to pass for a man at 
one point. Director Sergio Toledo cops out by going for style 
when he runs out of substance, but Ana Beatriz Nogueira 
in the title role is always worth watching in this fascinating 
character study. 

A woman director’s story of gay men is less successful in 
Yannick Bellon’s La Triche (6/21, 4:30 p.m.), which tries to 
blend the Making Love plot of a married man coming out 
with a police thriller. Perhaps the problem is more politi¬ 
cal than dramatic, as Victor Lanoux only comes halfway out, 
insisting he’s bisexual and wanting to keep his wife with a 
boyfriend on the side. With the focus on this aspect of the 


plot, the policier never builds much excitement. 

Three of Pedro Almodovar’s films are scheduled in the 
closing weekend, including the late addition, Labyrinth of 
Passion (6/26, midnight), but you can become an instant fan 
of his by seeing the previously released What Have I Done 
to Deserve This?(6122, 10 p.m.), an outrageous black com¬ 
edy with some of almost everything. 

The West German underground is well represented this 
year. Rosa von Praunheim’s A Virus Knows No Morals (6/20, 
3:30 p.m.) is covered among the regular reviews this week 
because of its spinoff run. Two Lothar Lambert films show 
him at his best and worst. Drama in Blond (6/26,8 p.m.) is 
a gay Blue Angel, in which the cabaret singer who disrupts 
the life of the strait-laced hero (played by Lambert) is the 
man himself, once he discovers a penchant for drag — and 
bisexuality. There’s something grim about Germans, even 
when they’re having fun, but this Drama is largely a pleas¬ 
ant comedy. 

Lambert’s failure in The Desert of Love (6/23, 10 p.m.) 
isn’t entirely his fault. The lab ruined half of his footage and 
he tried to salvage the rest by filming friends in the editing 
room commenting on the remains. The result is often dirty 
fun if not always good dirty fun. If you’ve never seen anyone 
get foot-fucked with a condom ... Oh, but I don’t want to 
give away any surprises. 

The Wolf Girl (6/25,10 p.m.) plays with bisexuality from 
a woman’s viewpoint. It was directed by Lambert’s frequent 
associate Dagmar Beiersdorf, who is his horny neighbor in 
Drama in Blond. Lambert, a bargain-basement Divine, plays 
a drag queen again. He’s a confidante to the heroine, who 
trades in her male lover for a female one, a volatile, un¬ 
educated hooker. There’s a lot of jealousy between the 
women, but a happy ending helps you forgive much of what 
has gone before. 

Speaking of jealous lesbians, Sheila McLaughlin’s 
opening-night feature, She Must Be Seeing Things (6/19, 
7:30 p.m.) is a major disappointment. There are some 
pleasantly romantic and natural scenes between leading 
ladies Sheila Dabney and Lois Weaver, and that will be 
enough for many women, but much of the plot about Dab¬ 
ney’s obsessive jealousy after reading her lover’s diary is 
boringly developed. It’s a good showcase for Dabney, but 
McLaughlin tends toward sophomoric self-indulgence. After 
some of the low-budget independent films we’ve seen in re¬ 
cent years, a lack of money is no longer an acceptable ex¬ 
cuse for work like this. 

Two other Festival films make that one exciting by com¬ 
parison. In the Canadian lesbian drama Anne Trister(6l20, 
5:30 p.m.) the title character paints a mural, and the whole 
movie is like watching paint dry. If you prefer watching ink 
dry, there’s Meteor and Shadow (6/24,8 p.m.), a biography 


of gay Greek poet Napoleon Lapathiotis in which the 
strongest emotion expressed is boredom. They should re¬ 
title it Poetry of the Living Dead and market it as a horror 
film. 

Speaking of horror, I’m looking forward to the presenta 
tion by Andrea Weiss, Blood and Roses: Under the Spell of 
the Lesbian Vampire (6/21,7 p.m.). Weiss dug up the old film 
clips in Before Stonewall and co-directed the short, Inter¬ 
national Sweethearts of Rhythm (6/22, 8 p.m.) with Greta 
Schiller, so her credentials are in order. Sweethearts, which 
has played the UC Theatre but is having its West Bay pre¬ 
miere, is about the racism and sexism encountered by 
“America’s Hottest All-Girl Band” when they toured in the 
’40s. It’s showing with Storme: The Lady of the Jewel Box, 
about the only woman (dressed as a man) in the legendary 
Jewel Box Revue in its heyday. 

After Blood and Roses (see last paragraph), stick around 
for the classic lesbian vampire flick, Daughters of Darkness 
(6/21, 9:30 p.m.) with Delphine Seyrig. 

A militant lesbian feminist view of the misogyny of the 
horror genre is presented in The Mark of Lilith (6/27,2 p.m.), 
a short which develops some interest when the narrator falls 
in love with a vampire and tries to convert her on political 
grounds. The whole thing doesn’t quite work, but it’s an in¬ 
teresting attempt. 

A less-successful experiment, Damned if You Don’t (6/23, 
8 p.m.), is one of a three-pack in the Women Make Movies 
Tribute. About one-fourth of it is devoted to a condensation 
of Black Narcissus, shown in black and white video which 
is out of synch with the film, causing a constant rolling 
effect. When the heroine finally gets together with the nun 
next door, who’s been turned on by watching porpoises, it’s 
pretty sexy; but Su Friedrich’s “Hey, look at me!” direction 
spoils most of the rest. 

Of the Festival Shorts (6/20, noon), I can recommend the 
ones I’ve seen, Gus (Mala Noche) Van Sant’s quick, quirky 
vignettes My New Friend and Five Ways to Kill Yourself, 
and Bill Daughton’s Halloweenie, in which a young man 
gives his giant penis costume a last outing. 

You’re on your own for the rest. Check the Festival pro¬ 
gram for more information. Remember, almost all these 
films have some redeeming qualities, and some of you are 
going to flip out over even the ones I thoroughly despised. 

Even the worst of them illuminate some aspect of our lives 
as gay men and lesbians better than 95 percent of the other 
films released this year will do. We’re not as totally starved 
for images as we were a generation ago, so we can afford to 
be more selective; but there’s got to be something here that 
will mean more to you than watching Jack Nicholson vomit 
cherry pits. • 
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Wanna Feel Good? Have I Got A Show For You!

W hen you walk out of a 
theater humming a tune 
from the show you know 
that show works. Whether it’s 
The Magic Flute, Fiddler on the 
Roof or, in this case, Pulp and 
Circumstance, playing through 
July 18 at Theatre Rhinoceros, if 
you can forget the world outside 
for a couple of hours and come 
out of the theater tapping your 
toes to the rhythm of the beat, 
you got what you came for. 

Pulp and Circumstance, billed 
as “a musical send-up of the les¬ 
bian pulp novels of the ’50s,” is 
a delightful farce that parodies 
not only that genre of fiction but 
the times as well. Set in San 
Francisco in 1953, the show in¬ 
cludes many of the characters 
from that era: the hutches, the 
ferns, the drags, the society 
ladies, the beatniks, the cops, the 
evil stepfather, the intimidated 
mother, and the confused but de¬ 
fiant daughter on the brink of 
maturity. 

As you might well imagine, 
Pulp and Circumstance has four 
different plots: your inevitable 
coming-out story, your military 
witch hunt, your long-lost love, 
and your all-but-dead relation¬ 
ship. The characters play out their 
tales in Maxie’s Hideaway bar, a 
polynesian-kitsch haven to the 
outcasts of the ’50s. 

The production of this musical 
comedy is one of the most elab¬ 
orate Theatre Rhinoceros has so 
far attempted. There are 12 songs 
and 13 cast members, with cho¬ 
reography to match. It’s all 
brought off with flair, and if 


you’re not expecting {o see a Met 
production of La Boheme or West 
Side Story on Broadway, you will 
be wonderfully entertained. 


Judy Wellisch, who plays the 
daughter who celebrates her 21st 
birthday at Maxie’s Hideaway, 
has the most polished voice. The 


vocal talent of the rest of the cast 
wouldn’t get them an audition 
with the San Francisco Opera 
Chorus, but it doesn’t matter. In 
fact, if the singing was too good 
it might ruin the farce. But unfor¬ 
tunately, some of the music is 
pitched too low for the voices of 
the singers (particularly “Mid¬ 
night Gal” as sung by Brandi 
Swann as Jocelyn, the fern who 
brought her butch out from 
Alabama), which is distracting. 

Other stand-outs in the cast in¬ 
clude Kenneth Robert Dixon, 
who makes the transition from 
drag queen to cop and back 
again with no more seam than 
that on his pantyhose, Mykel j. 
Mengert, who plays the step¬ 
father with sleaze oozing out of 
every pore, Nancy Lee Russell as 
the terminal ingenue who 
seduces the young daughter so 
convincingly I thought she was 
going to eat her up right there on 
the stage, Sheila Traviss, who 
does a good desperate drunk, 
Ann Block as the intimidated 
wife, Patricia Silver as the society 
lady, Karen Shaw as the Sergeant 
from Alabama whose career is in 
peril, and Rhino veteran Donna 
Davis, wRo plays the bar’s name¬ 
sake and owner, Maxie Barring¬ 
ton. 

Lynn Mohler and Jain Angeles 
play Seal and Void, two beatniks 
who act as a sort of Greek Chorus 
to the action, and Norbert Gab¬ 
riel Breitzke does a serviceable 
job as both a cop and an MP. 

But the majority of the ac¬ 
colades should go to Adele Pran- 
dini, who both co-wrote and 


directed Pulp and Circumstance, 
and Sue Zemel, who collaborated 
with Prandini on the project. 
This is a first attempt at musical 
comedy for both of them, and the 
vision that saw them through was 
singular. I know the idea for a 
musical based on lesbian pulp 
novels would never even have oc¬ 
curred to me. It not only occur¬ 
red to them, but they made it 
work. 

The musical score, by Jan Cole, 
moves the plot along and is hum¬ 
mable to boot. “Going to the 
Hideaway,” sung by the Cops, 
Maxie, and the Girls, is certainly 
the most dramatic in the show, 
and my personal favorite. And 
“Maxie’s Hideaway,” the first 
number, which is reprised at the 
end, is the one you’ll go out sing¬ 
ing. The choreography, by Anne 
Bluthenthal, is adequate but not 
all that challenging, either to the 
cast or the audience. 

The set, which includes both 
Maxie’s Hideaway and your basic 
’50s livingroom, conjurs up the 
time in all its tastelessness, and 
the costumes knocked my socks 
off. The lighting design, by Lib¬ 
by Kava, and the sound design, 
by Elaine Jacobs, were both 
unobtrusive. 

All together, Pulp and Cir¬ 
cumstance is a great show. Go see 
it. It’ll make you feel good. •

Choral Premiere at Gay 
Musical Celebration 


T he 9th Annual Gay Musi¬ 
cal Celebration will be the 
choral premiere of “Hand 
in Hand,” the latest piece by San 
Francisco singer/songwriter 
Jesse Kane. 

Kane and her manager, Linda 
Rhode, were struck by the success 
of “We Are The World” in rais¬ 
ing public consciousness and 
monies for world hunger. In re¬ 
sponse, Kane wrote “Hand in 
Hand” on behalf of AIDS-related 
programs. 

“Linda and I were frustrated 
and angry with the politicians for 
seeming not to give a damn 
about so many people dying,” 
said Kane. “They were allowing 
some of our closest friends to die 
— friends that we wouldn’t have 
the privilege of growing old 
with.” 

“Hand in Hand” was more 
difficult to write than the other 
songs in Kane’s soon-to-be- 
published A Decade of Aquarius 
songbook. Work on the piece 
began in May 1985. 

“I sat down and put together 
the music and the first verse in 
about ten minutes. That’s exact¬ 
ly what I played and re-played for 
over a year. Friends of ours con¬ 
tinued to die, and the more that 
died, the more angry I got; the 
more angry I got, the harder it 
was to find the right words.” 

Kane found the right words the 
first week of July 1986. Two weeks 
later she previewed the song to 
her fellow members of the Les¬ 
bian/Gay Chorus of San Francis¬ 


co. By the final refrain, the entire 
audience was singing along, and 
when it was over, gave her a 
standing ovation. 

Kane’s solo appearance at 22 
on the Red last October was her 
first public performance of 
“Hand in Hand.” Since then, 
standing ovations and calls for 
encores have become the norm 
each time she sings her touching 
message of hope. The perform¬ 
ance by the Lesbian/Gay Chorus 
of San Francisco of the four-part 
harmony arrangement by their 
director Pat Parr will mark the 
song’s choral debut. 

Kane is actively seeking pro¬ 
fessionals willing to donate their 
services to help publish, produce, 
perform, and distribute the song 
nationally. 

“One of the things Linda and 
I insist on is that none of the pro¬ 
ceeds from this song benefit 
anyone but AIDS-related pro¬ 
grams. We just want the end 
result to be that our friends 
might be with us and us with 
them long enough to grow elder¬ 
ly and look back on the ‘old days’ 
together. I want us to be able to 
say that even though the govern¬ 
ment ignored the problem (of 
AIDS) for so long, we, as mem¬ 
bers of the community, didn’t.” 

The 9th Annual Gay Musical 
Celebration will take place at 
8 p.m. on Friday, June 26, at First 
Congregational Church on Post 
and Mason streets in San Fran¬ 
cisco. F or ticket information, 
call 861-4877. •

T here was a joke circulating 
awhile back that never 
failed to crack me up. You 
probably heard it too — “How 
many feminists does it take to 
screw in a lightbulb?” Answer: 
“That’s not funny!” Kathy and 
Mo have taken the essence of this 
joke and developed it into one of 
the best pieces of comedy I’ve 
seen since Lily and Jane started 
looking for signs of intelligent life. 

These two San Diegans turned 
New Yorkers are currently ap¬ 
pearing at the Eureka Theater 
before packed houses. Their two- 
woman show has garnered them 
considerable acclaim, including 
praise from the aforementioned 
Lily and Jane. And no wonder — 
the fun-house mirror they hold 
up to the world has just enough 
curve to amaze and delight and 
enough accuracy to make you 
shiver in recognition. A warning, 
however: take your dramamine 
before you go to see them or you 
could get motion sickness from 
laughing too hard. I know two 
people who had physical symp¬ 
toms of excess hilarity on the way 
home from the theater. 

I would like to take the first 
woman who ever coerced me into 
eating a tofuburger to see the 
Kathy & Mo Show. I would enjoy 
seeing her face as she watched 
these two gifted performers in 
their incarnation as Holly and 
Molly, two very impassioned 
feminist poets of the “it’s not 
funny” variety. This bit, and its 
lead-in featuring a pair of newly 


liberated matrons, is far and away 
the highlight of the show. Clear¬ 
ly Kathy and Mo are the veterans 
of more than a few women’s cof¬ 
feehouse poetry readings. The 
accuracy of their characters only 
serves to sharpen the satire. 

And satire it is, that curved 
mirror that reflects what is down 
to the last detail, but with just the 
right degree of distorted propor¬ 
tion. Their portrayal of Holly and 
Molly would be insulting if it 
were not done with so much un¬ 
derstanding, so much heart. In 
the same vein, their piece featur¬ 
ing the late-night patrons of a 
Texas bar could become pathetic 
if the humor were not balanced 
with genuine compassion. 

This is comedy all right, but it 
is comedy with heart and guts. 
And, between the laughs are 
moments of tenderness and pa¬ 
thos. As writers and performers, 
Kathy and Mo have learned one 
of the primary lessons of good 
comedy — don’t try too hard. 
They have let their material and 
their characters flow. They are 
not afraid to intersperse the 
humor with serious portrayals or 
to tackle controversial subjects. 
And it works. Their performance 
is all the richer for the contrast 
between light and dark. One of 
the best, most honest moments in 
the show comes.when Kathy says 
of abortion: “I want to be able to 
feel bad without being made to 
feel wrong.” 

In addition to their comedic 
sense, Kathy and Mo are also 
superb actresses. They tackle a 
diverse range of characters and 


make them come to life. This ef¬ 
fect is all the more impressive be¬ 
cause we know these people, have 
seen them or been them at some 
time in our lives. From Kathy’s 
uncanny portrayal of redneck 
Hank with a cigarette dangling 
from his mouth (“You look 
mighty purty tonight, darlin’.”) 
to Mo’s devastatingly accurate 
prostitute Candida (“When I 
spend four hours making myself 
look pretty, I look like I spent 
four hours making myself look 
pretty!”) the two prove them¬ 
selves masters of their craft. And 
they do it with very minimal 
props — a wig, a pair of glasses, 
a mink stole. The bulk of their 
illusion is achieved through 
lighting and pure, unabashed 
talent. 

I can’t recommend strongly 
enough that you take yourself to 
see the Kathy & Mo Show, play¬ 
ing through June 28 at the Eu¬ 
reka. Whatever your persuasion, 
you’re bound to have your con¬ 
sciousness raised and have a 
damned good time laughing 
while you do. In fact, take a few 
of your most serious friends and 
see if it doesn’t improve their 
attitude. 

Now, I have a hunch that Isabel 
(she of my virgin tofuburger and 
sprouts) would probably huff in 
righteous fashion “that isn’t fun¬ 
ny!” But it is, Isabel, it is! •

Holly doesn’t hold back on this 
album of emotionally charged 
love songs. 

She seems to have been in a 
blue mood when some of the 
songs were written. The ambigu¬ 
ity of love is the recurring theme 
here, and her romantic voice is in 
top form as she tells stories of 
love lost and love unrequited. 

“How Bold” is the first num¬ 
ber, and it’s an old song we’ve all 
experienced. Holly sings with

would make a perfect lover. But 
alas, it’s just a one-night stand. 

The album continues by ques¬ 
tioning the permanence of love 
and telling of broken affairs, but 
Don't Hold Back won’t depress 
you.

Holly veers from the album’s 
main theme from time to time.

Don't Hold Back closes on a 
sweet note with “A Plain and 
Simple Love.” It’s a warm and 
loving finale to a lovely album.

he party’s over but the 
memory lingers on. For 
the 1,500 guests and vol¬ 
unteer workers it will linger on 
for years to come. 

The party of course was Aid & 
Comfort, the recent restaurant 
benefit for people fighting AIDS, 
as it was billed. By the time the 
final tally is completed, it is 
hoped that more than a million 
dollars will be raised for the 
Shanti Project, Open hand, 
Hospice of San Francisco, the 
AIDS Emergency Fund, and the 
S.F. AIDS Foundation Food 
Bank. 

This virtually puts the benefit 
in the same league as the Black 
& White Ball for money raised. 
Dare we say, “Only in San Fran¬ 
cisco”? We damn well may. 

Aid & Comfort began when 
Vince Calcagno of the Zuni Cafe 
felt he had to do something. Five 
of his friends died of AIDS in one 
month, so he and his staff started 
planning a benefit sit-down din¬ 
ner for about 300. It ended up as 
a $250 per-plate formal ten- 
course dinner for more than 
1 , 000 . 

Participants included such 
superstars as Alice Waters of 
Chez Panisse, Jeremiah Tower of 
Stars, Bradley Ogden of Camp- 


ton Place, Hubert Keller of Fleur 
de Lys, Cindi Pawlcyn of Fog City 
Diner, and Joyce Goldstein of 
Square One. Power house chefs 
came from Greens, China Moon 
Cafe, the Mandarin, Fournou’s 
Ovens, Pierre at the Meridien, 
Hayes St. Grill, Rosalie’s, and the 
Zuni Cafe. 

Aid & Comfort was the best of 
two worlds—gay and straight— 
with magnificent participation 
by both. In fact, the event was so 
cooperative, you might say it was 
a one-world production. 

The gay presence was every¬ 
where, just as friends of gays were 
everywhere, all totally involved in 
each phase of the operation: 
planning and administration, 
food preparation and service, art 
and decor, entertainment and 
direction, in the audience 
enjoying the gourmet dinner and 
blockbuster show, and from 
home as contributions continue 
to come in from viewers who saw 
the show on TV. 

Sharon McNight, quietly seat¬ 
ed in the audience for a change 
of pace, was able to enjoy the 
meal and entertainment, and let 
others do the work. Nearby, 
Shirley MacLaine was seated 
doing the same except for her 
brief trip to the microphone 
when she praised persons with 
AIDS “who are taking command 
of their lives, breaking down the 


barriers between life and death.” 
She also delivered the remark of 
the evening, “This is the best 
dinner I’ve had in 4,000 years,” 
which was not lost on her devoted 
fans. 

Lawyer Jerry Berg was “thrill¬ 
ed to be here having such a great 
time and knowing that all the 
proceeds go to the AIDS projects 
and do not get used up by ex¬ 
penses and overhead.” Dressed 
in eye-catching formal country 
western garb, Ray Chalker, owner 
of the Rawhide, with Hal Souza 
and- Larry Romano, looked like 
they were going to do Annie Get 
Your Gun at any moment. 

Publisher and Golden Gate 
Bridge Director Bob Ross held 
forth at his table, with the Jack 
Molinari campaign committee 
nearby. They were surrounded by 
tables of diners from such gay 
community-oriented companies 
as Passport To Leisure, the 
National Collection Agency, and 
Warehouse Resources. 

Chronicle food columnist 
Stanley Eichelbaum was awed by 
the logistics of serving that many 
gourmet meals within a two hour 
period from four separate kit¬ 
chens all going simultaneously. 

' ‘ I was checking out back and 
found 24 different chefs grilling 
all those meat and fish entrees at 
the same time,” he said. “This is

Razor Music 


Gay Theater Comes To KQED Radio 



by David Lamble 

J erome Moskowitz insists he 
had no intention of writing 
an AIDS-era comedy- 
drama when he picked up a copy 
of Cat Fancy, the magazine for 
people who take their feline 
friends very seriously. The young 
playwright spied an ad that 
piqued his curiosity: “It describ¬ 
ed without humor or the hint of 
irony having your kitty preserved 
for eternity after the little darling 
had passed on. It got me to think¬ 
ing what kind of person would 
send their cat to a taxidermist. In 
deciding to write about this per¬ 
son, I found material leading me 
in an unexpected direction. I 
realized that this gay man I was 
writing about, who couldn’t let 
go of the body of his recently 
deceased cat, was heavily into 
denial, and it lead into the sub¬ 
ject matter of the denial of AIDS 
and denial of death. That’s where 
the story of Razor Music came 
from; his best friend was diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS and he couldn’t 
handle it. It was intitally sym¬ 
bolized by this carcass of a cat.” 

The kitty magazine ad acted 
like a Rorschach test, unleashing 
a flood of feelings and giving 
birth to two characters: Roger, a 
neurotic hypochondriac who is 
still among the worried well, and 
Michael, level-headed, sensible, 
down-to-earth, and ironically fac¬ 
ing a life-threatening illness. 
Moskowitz sensed the two men 
would make good theater to¬ 
gether, hoping the clash of their 
polar-opposite personalities 
would infuse the play with a com¬ 
ic edge. To Moskowitz, Roger and 
Michael stand for many gay male 
“couples”—never lovers but 
somehow more than friends. “I 
think you find that a lot in the gay 
community, you find these very 
intense friendships. I know I have 
a very good friend of about five 
years where’s there’s a lot of sex¬ 
ual chemistry between us and 
we’ve talked about it. We realize 
that sex would probably put a 
strain on our friendship that we 
just can’t handle. As we learn in 
Razor Music, there’s a real 
intimacy between Roger and 
Michael. As the result of that in¬ 
timacy, without the sexual level of 
their relationship, Michael is able 
to help Roger overcome, to some 
extent, his fear of death and his 
fear of AIDS.” 

Staged last year by director 
Kris Gannon as part of Theatre 
Rhinoceros’ Emerging Theatre 
series, Razor Music seemed 
destined to reach a larger audi¬ 


ence. Moskowitz is particularly 
pleased with the way his play has 
worked for “straight audiences” 
during recent productions at a 
junior college in Fremont and at 
the San Francisco Playwright’s 
Center. “That’s been the most 
satisfying thing about this play 
for me. Although I am a play¬ 
wright who is gay, I think our 
work as gay playwrights should 
go beyond our own community 
and should serve to educate a 
broader community. I’ve been 
really pleased at how straight au¬ 
diences have related to the issues 
in the play, because it’s not just 
a play about AIDS and it’s not 
just a play about gay friendship. 
It’s a play about the power of any 
kind of friendship, of any kind of 
close relationship. It was my own 
narrow mindedness that made 
me believe that straight audi¬ 
ences would never accept this 
play.” 

Razor Music will have its heal¬ 
ing message beamed to a much 
larger and heterogeneous audi¬ 
ence Saturday night when it is 
broadcast at 8 p.m. on the KQED 
Radio Playhouse (88.5 FM). Mos¬ 
kowitz was quite amazed at how 
well the original Theatre Rhino 
cast (Gabriel Breitzke as Michael 
and Brad Erickson as Roger) 
transformed their work from the 
stage to the radio studio. 


“It was fascinating, looking 
into the booth, watching them 
perform—they hadn’t done the 
play for over six months and yet 
they seldom looked at their 
scripts. They were gesturing with 
their hands, communicating with 
their faces as well as their 
voices—it was just like seeing the 
play performed again. I definite¬ 
ly think that when you close your 
eyes and listen to Razor Music on 
the radio, you can see it happen¬ 
ing in the theater of your imagi¬ 
nation.” 

The radio production of Razor 
Music will also feature an 
original composition by Donna 
Viscuso, a member of the hit 
women’s band The Blazing Red 
Heads. Viscuso’s music can also 
be heard in the film Coming of 
Age, to be screened at the San 
Francisco International Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival. Gabriel 
Breitzke is currently part of the 
large cast of Pulp and Cir¬ 
cumstance, the Theatre Rhino 
season-capping musical about 
lesbian pulp novels of the ’50s. 

Brad Erickson will reprise his 
role of Brad in Doug Holsclaw’s 
comedy-drama The Party Gay 
Day weekend at the Victoria The¬ 
atre. Jerome Moskowitz is pres¬ 
ently rewriting a full-length seri¬ 
ous play about AIDS. •

dating back to her first, “Peo¬ 
ple,” and includes one from her 
forthcoming “Hollywood Al¬ 
bum.” She premieres her version 
of the often-recorded “Over the 
Rainbow.” Her vocalizing is su¬ 
perb. After 25 years in the spot¬ 
light, Streisand still has the most 
powerful voice in pop. She can 
still turn mundane numbers into 
beautiful torch ballads, and when 
she sings a really good song, her 
voice can give you goose bumps. 

She tends to get a bit melo¬ 
dramatic, like when she dedicates 
her 1982 hit, “Papa, Can You 
Hear Me” (from Yentl), to our 
country’s fallen leaders. But 
Barbra Streisand remains one of 
the few performers today who 
still has true old Hollywood-style 
“star quality.” 

One Voice features one hell of 


a voice that will continue to thrill 
her audience for many years to 
come. 

SOLITUDE STANDING 
Suzane Vega 
(A&M Records) 

When I first heard Suzanne 
Vega’s debut album two years 
ago, I was enthralled. Here was a 
rarity, a singer/songwriter whose 
lyrics were so melodic and beau¬ 
tiful they could be separately 
read as poetry. Solitude Stand¬ 
ing, her second LP, is not as en¬ 
chanting, but it’s still quite beau¬ 
tiful — in parts. 

The album opens with “Tom’s 
Diner,” a folky a cappella num¬ 
ber. It’s a whimsical song in 
which Suzanne is seated in a 
greasy diner drinking her morn¬ 
ing coffee and watching various 
characters go by. Perhaps I’m 
contradicting myself, but this 
song would have better been 


served by the addition of in¬ 
strumentals. 

There are moments of great 
beauty on Solitude Standing. 
“Calypso” is a stunningly ro¬ 
mantic tale of an island woman 
remembering a past love affair. 
Suzanne’s voice has such warmth 
during this song that when 
she sings of the wind blowing 
through her hair, you can almost 
feel the wind in your own hair. 
Then there’s “Ironbound,” a 
poetic and touching song about 
a ghetto woman shopping in an 
outdoor poultry market. The 
song becomes a metaphor for 
inner-city ghetto life. 

At times, she gets a bit carried 
away. A song called “Language” 
is so vague it makes no sense at 
all, but Suzanne Vega has such a 
lovely voice it’s a pleasure to 
listen to her no matter what she’s 
singing. •

One Hell of A Movie Week 


I f the devil makes you go to 
the movies this week, your 
choices include Devil in the 
Flesh, The Witches of Eastwick, 
a diabolical Predator, and that 
old black magic of The Believers. 
There’s no need to wait in limbo 
while you make up your mind. 

SICK HUMOR 

“AIDS victims (sic) are the pro¬ 
letariat of tomorrow!” proclaims 
the armed revolutionary who 
must be close to the heart of film¬ 
maker Rosa Von Praunheim in 
his dark satire about the AIDS 
crisis,^ Virus Knows No Morals. 

Von Praunheim himself plays 
a sauna owner who has AIDS, but 
still opposes safer sex on princi¬ 
ple. His devout, devoted lover, 
Christian (Dieter Dicken), also 
comes down with the disease. By 
the end most of the men in the 
film appear to be infected, as the 
government attempts to ship 
them off to a kind of Disneyland 
leper colony. 

The most normal “women” in 
Virus are a drag quintet, The 
Bermudaas, who provide musical 
interludes. The real women are 
cartoons: Rosa’s actress mother, 
on whom a (female) therapist who 
thinks AIDS is psychosomatic 
tries to get him to act out his 
aggressions; the exploitative Pur¬ 
ple Press reporter who learns her 
son has AIDS when she cruises 
him in a tea-room; and mad sci¬ 
entist Dr. Blut (Blood), who tells 
Christian when he’s diagnosed, 
“There’s no way to change it now. 
You’ll just have to cope.” 

If Von Praunheim ever lost 
his gay card he’d be castrated, 
lynched, and burned on a fire of 
his collected works; but we’ll ac¬ 
cept this kind of thing from one 
of our own. It’s far from main¬ 
stream, but not nearly as far as 
some of Von Praunheim’s early 
guerrilla films. It may shock or 
disgust you, and it may make you 
laugh hysterically — a lot de¬ 
pends on the audience around 
you, as I discovered at two radi¬ 
cally different screenings of this 
radical movie. (Castro, 6/20, 
3:30; Roxie, 6/22-25) 

A SMALL STEPFORD MAN 

The Witches of Eastwick is a 
feminist parable about the power 
women can have when they work 
together. Cher, a widow, and her 
divorced friends Susan Sarandon 
and Michelle Pfeiffer, change the 
weather by putting their minds to 
it, so they drunkenly try summon¬ 
ing Mr. Right to their New Eng¬ 
land town. 

Enter Jack Nicholson, repris¬ 
ing his slovenly womanizer from 
Terms of Endearment with a 
supernatural touch. He seduces 
each woman in turn with feminist 
lectures: “I see men running 
around putting their dicks in 
everything, trying to make some¬ 
thing happen; but it’s the women 
who have the power ... Men are 
such cocksuckers, aren’t they? 
Their dicks get limp when con¬ 
fronted with a woman of obvious 
power, and they burn them at the 
stake, call them witches.” 

Sometimes he takes a more 
direct approach: “I always like a 
little pussy after lunch. Whad- 
daya say?... I would love to fuck 
you.” Eventually they form a 
menage a quattre. But is Jack the 
“horny little devil” he claims to 
be, or is he really the Big D? As 
he says, “We don’t deal the deck 
down here, we just play the per¬ 
centages.” 

When his evil gets out of hand 
the women call on Industrial 
Light and Magic to bring him 


down a peg, and the movie de¬ 
scends to a special effects fest as 
the battle of the sexes moves to 
another dimension and a some¬ 
what witty comedy becomes The 
Golden Child with three mothers. 

Imagine how successful 
George Bernard Shaw could have 
been if he’d written vomiting 
scenes into his plays! (Coronet, 
Grand Lake, UA The Movies) 

WINNER BY A NOSE 

Thank Goddess, a good com¬ 
edy! Roxanne salvages what was 
shaping up as the most disap¬ 
pointing movie month in years. 
Steve Martin’s adaptation of Ed¬ 
mond Rostand’s 1897 Cyrano de 
Bergerac gives us the best of both 
worlds, its timeless plot better 
than ever with a happy ending 
and sparkling, contemporary 
one-liners. 

Martin plays the huge-nosed 
hero who’s strong, sensitive, and 
intelligent, but can’t believe 
anyone could see past his nose to 
love him. When his words win 
Roxanne, the woman he loves, it’s 
not for himself but for Rick 
Rossovich, a stupid hunk who’s 
too shy to talk to her. 

Hannah has her best role since 
Splash as a very different beauty 
with brains instead of flippers. 
Australian director Fred Schepisi 
acquits himself well in his first 
comedy. 

There’s something faintly 
Bernhard Goetz-ish about a per¬ 
son who beats the shit out of any¬ 
one who makes fun of his nose, 
but this aspect of the original is 
significantly downplayed to focus 
on the romance. 

“Earn more sessions by sleev¬ 
ing.” You’ll have to see Roxanne 
to find out what that means, and 
you won’t be sorry. It’s the kind 
of comedy talking pictures were 
invented for. (Cinema 21) 

PRAY FOR MARTIN'S 
BABY 

The Believers is a first-rate 
contemporary occult thriller in 
every respect but one. Director 
John Schlesinger and screen¬ 
writer Mark Frost have conspired 
to make the story so logical and 
credible it’s devoid of surprises. 
Especially if you’ve seen Rose¬ 
mary’s Baby you’ll be tipped off 
early to some of the villains, 
whose involvement shouldn’t be 
revealed until the climax. 

Newly widowed Martin Sheen 
moves back to New York with his 
son, Harley Cross, who’s about 
the age of the boys sacrificed by 
an evil branch of the ancient 
Santeria religion in Spanish 
Harlem. Sheen works as a police 
psychologist and gets caught up 
in the investigation, eventualy en¬ 
dangering his son’s life. 

Sheen is sincere and genuine, 
as usual. Helen Shaver is better 
than she was in Desert Hearts as 
the earthy, outgoing landlady 
who helps Sheen get over the loss 
of his wife. 

The Believers is extremely well 
made for nonsqueamish viewers. 
If the raw material were just a lit¬ 
tle stronger it could make a be¬ 
liever out of you. (Galaxy, UA 
The Movies) 

HEAD OF THE CLASS, 

OR ORALS 

A number of disorienting shots 
in Marco Bellocchio’s Devil in 
the Flesh represent either sloppy 
filmmaking or an attempt to 
bring us into the madness of the 
central character, Giulia (Ma- 
ruschka Detmers), who has an af¬ 
fair with Andrea (Federico Pitza-

lis), the 18-year-old son of her 
psychiatrist. 

Word is out, however, that 
Devil in the Flesh is a high-class 
fuck flick, so most people who 
see it won’t care one way or the 
other about insanity. Giulia and 
Andrea meet in a courtroom 
where two prisoners are screwing 
with- their clothes on. She’s en¬ 
gaged to yet another prisoner, a 
man from a wealthy family whom 
she masturbates under a table 
when she’s allowed to visit him. 
The first time Andrea fucks her 
we watch them from the waist up 
for several minutes. 


The main event occurs about 
80 minutes into the film, as 
Giulia pulls Andrea’s cock out in 
front of the camera and goes 
down on it, lovingly and laugh¬ 
ingly. In the final scene Andrea 
takes oral exams to graduate from 
high school. There’s some kind of 
irony in that. 

Aside from the one hardcore 
minute it’s hard to take Devil in 
the Flesh seriously, or to tell if it’s 
meant to be taken seriously. The 
luminous Detmers, a beautiful 
woman with an aversion to wear¬ 
ing clothes, keeps it from being 
a total bore, but just barely. 
(Lumiere) 


ARNIE'S ARMY 

Last year’s Raw Deal proved 
Arnold Schwarzenegger fans 
have no sense of humor. They — 
and we’re talking about a lot of 
straight men here — just want to 
see Arnie displayed like a prize 
bull, banging heads and kicking 
ass. 

Predator cuts to the chase. 
Arnie’s elite rescue team is lured 
to the Central American jungle to 
wipe out a guerrilla camp. Sup¬ 
posedly there to liberate hos¬

“First,” she said, “there 
wasn’t any significant lesbian 
magazine here in New York. We 
intended to do a local magazine, 
but learned very quickly that 
there was a need all around the 
country, so we ‘went national’ 
from the start.” (In fact, they’ve 
“gone international” — they 
have subscriptions from Canada 
and plan to have European dis¬ 
tribution as well.) Second was the 
issue of quality. “It was very im¬ 
portant that all the parts of the 
magazine be well done — the 
writing, of course, but the design, 
layout, everything', had to be the 
best.”

Harry Hay to Speak 
To Historical Society 

The June program of the S.F. 
Bay Area Gay and Lesbian His¬ 
torical Society will feature a 
presentation and discussion with 
Harry Hay, well-known gay activ¬ 
ist, whose 1950 Mattachine Foun¬ 
dation was the first organized 
homophile movement in the 
United States after World War II. 

Originally begun as a secret 
society, following precedents 
established by the American 
Communist Party in the 1930s 
and the Freemasonry movement 
of the 18th century, the Matta¬ 
chine Society was organized as a 
discussion group. It was vitally 
important in that age of McCar- 
thyism that individual identities 
of “sexual deviates” be pro¬ 
tected. Guilt by association was 
enough to destroy a person’s 
career and led not a few to take 
their own lives. In April 1951, the 
Missions and Purposes of the 
Mattachine Foundation (founded 
as a California corporation in Los 
Angeles) set forth the group’s 
goals: to unify homosexuals iso¬ 
lated from their own kind, to 
educate homosexuals and hetero¬ 
sexuals, following the pattern of 
the emerging cultures of fellow 
minorities, and to lead the whole 
mass of “social deviates” into 
political action against discrimi¬ 
natory and oppressive legislation. 

In 1953, the political climate 
within Mattachine had shifted, 
and Hay dissolved the idealistic 
foundation, turning it over to the 
more politically moderate and 
middle-class membership which 
sought to distance itself from the 
organization’s radical origins. 

Hay’s presentation will be Fri¬ 
day, June 26, at 7:30 p.m. at San 


Francisco MCC, 150 Eureka St., 
San Francisco. General admis¬ 
sion is $5, free to members. 
Memberships will be available at 
the door. •
